2.  The  death-rate  for  the  Colony  was  40'5i  against  38-98  in  1904.  The  rates 
for  Singapore  and  Penang  were  lower  and  those  for  the  other  Settlements,  especially 
Malacca,  higher  than  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  The  high  death-rate  in  Malacca 
is  to  a  great  extent  due  to  the  increase  in  the  infantile  mortality,  which  increase  is  in 
turn  ascribed  to  the  increase  in  the  birth-rate. 

3.  Of  the  number  of  deaths  registered  in  1905,  4,671  were  amongst  infants  of 
under  one  year  of  age,  against  3,841  in  1904  and  3,865  in  1903.  Infantile  mortality 
accounts  for  about  20  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths. 

4.  The  subject  of  infant  mortality  has  been  so  largely  discussed  by  the  public 
that  it  would  be  interesting  to  here  give  a  table  showing  the  mortality  in  the  several 
Settlements  classified  according  to  nationality.

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5*  It  "‘II  seen  from  the  above  that  the  number  of  infants  who  were  born 
elsewhere  and  died  in  the  Colony  was  249.  Deducting  this  from  the  total  reduces  the 
mortality  rate  from  277-96  to  256  29.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  inclusion  hitherto 
in  our  returns  of  the  deaths  of  chddren  born  elsewhere  has  materially  helped  to  swell  the 
rate.  Other  causes  must  therefore  be  sought  to  account  for  this  high  rate.  To  my 
mind,  as  I  have  stated  before,  want  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  Mothers  or 
Guardians  have  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  high  mortality.  Added  to  this  is  the  want 
of  qualified  midwives  practising  among  the  poor.  The  spread  of  venereal  diseases  also 
contributes  towards  this  to  some  extent. 

6.  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  cases  of  Zymotic  Diseases  in  the 
several  Settlements  in  the  years  1904  and  1905,  and  deaths  therefrom,  not  includincr 
cases  imported  into  the  Colony.  &

Plague. — In  no  case  could  the  origin  be  traced.  For  the  first  time  an  outbreak 
took  place  in  Province  Wellesley.  The  cases  were  all  among  Chinese  who  had  been 
resident  in  the  village  for  years. 

Cholera. — Excepting  Singapore  all  the  Settlements  had  been  free  from  Cholera  for 
the  last  three  years.  Of  the  cases  in  Singapore  in  1905  seven  took  place  in  the  lunatic 
ward  at  Pasir  Panjang,  one  male  and  5  female  patients  and  one  ayah.  Four  proved 
fatal.  Prompt  action  in  removing  the  inmates  to  the  Quarantine  Station  at  St.  John's 
stamped  out  the  outbreak. 

Diphtheria. — Eleven  cases  with  2  deaths  were  reported  in  Singapore  and  1  case 
in  Penang. 

Enteric  Fever. — Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  cases  with  78  deaths  were  reported 
in  Singapore.  These  were,  of  course,  all  cases  admitted  into  hospitals  or  attended  to 
by  qualified  Medical  men.  31  cases  with  16  deaths  were  returned  by  the  hospitals  in 
the  other  Settlements. 

7.  Beri-beri. — One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-eight  cases  were  admitted 
into  the  different  hospitals  in  the  Colony  with  575  deaths  in  1905,  as  against  2,631  with 
879  deaths  in  1904,  and  1,919  cases  with  647  deaths  in  1903.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  registered  from  this  disease  in  1905,  1904  and  1903  respectively  were  1,888, 
2,287  and  1,729. 

From  November,  1904,  all  the  prisoners  in  Singapore  and  from  the  middle  of  1905 
all  the  patients  in  hospitals  in  the  several  Settlements  and  the  prisoners  in  Penang  and 
Malacca  were  fed  on  parboiled  rice,  and  reports  from  all  quarters  speak  well  of  the 
change  in  so  far  as  the  death  rate  had  gone  down.  The  number  of  cases  occurring 
in  the  Prison  in  Singapore  and  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum  had  greatly  reduced  and  no¬ 
fresh  case  had'  occurred  in  the  Malacca  Prison  since  the  introduction  of  the  new  rice. 
It  is  also  a  curious  coincidence  that  the  disease  died  out  upon  the  introduction  of  the 
cured  rice  in  the  Penang  Prison. 

There  are  no  reliable  data  on  which  to  form  a  decided  opinion  as  to  parboiled 
rice  being  a  prophylactic.  As  to  its  curative  properties  the  reduction  in  the 
percentage  of  deaths  in  the  Pauper  Hospitals  in  all  the  three  Settlements  would 
support  this  view,  but  against  this,  however,  there  is  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the 
cases  admitted  was  of  a  very  mild  type  and  that  the  deaths  outside  the  hospitals 
reported  as  due  to  beri-beri  were  also  lower.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  results,  I 
think,  justify  the  continuance. of  the  parboiled  rice. 
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8.  j Venereal  Diseases. — The  admission  to  all  the  hospitals  in  1905  numbered 
2,105,  with  88  deaths.  In  1904  there  were  1,784  admissions,  with  95  deaths,  and  in 
1903  1,818  admissions,  with  96  deaths.  Of  those  admitted  in  I9°5>  2.38  were  females, 
of  whom  166  were  prostitutes.  That  venereal  disease  is  on  the  increase  1  think 
there  can  be  no  doubt.  The  cases  admitted  into  hospitals  represent  a  small  percentage 
of  the  total  affected,  as  only  the  worst  ones  seek  admission.  Reports  on  the  Lunatics, 
Police  Force,  Prisoners  and  Lstate  coolies  all  speak  of  the  extent  to  which  venereal 
disease  exists. 

9.  Other  Diseases.— Of  other  diseases,  phthisis  deserves  special  mention.  One 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-six  deaths  were  registered  in  Singapore  in  1905,  as 
due  to  this  cause,  as  against  1,644  in  1904.  The  totals  for  the  Colony  were  3,015  and 
2,534  respectively.  This  disease  is  principally  due  to  overcrowding  and  bad  sanitation. 

10.  Dysentery  and  Diarrhoea  accounted  for  813  and  1,066  deaths  respectively  in 
1905  in  the  whole  Colony,  the  percentage  to  total  deaths  being  highest  for  both  diseases 
in  Province  Wellesley,  which  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  unsatisfactory  water  supply. 

11.  Five  cases  of  hydrophobia  were  reported  from  Penang.  All  of  them  died. 

12.  Sanitation. — In  Singapore  sanitation  is  still  far  from  satisfactory.  The 
Municipality  are  improving  matters  and  in  this  the  Government  are  willingly  co-opera¬ 
ting  Much  has  already  been  done  towards  the  improvement  of  the  water  supply  and 
it  is  satisfactory  to  learn  also  that  the  regrading  of  drains  will  soon  be  taken  in  hand. 
Professor  Simpson  will  shortly  arrive  in  Singapore  to  enquire  into  and  report  on  the 
causes  contributing  to  the  high  death-rate. 

In  Penang  there  has  been  little,  if  any,  improvement  since  my  last  report.  _  In 
Malacca  the  general  condition  may  be  considered  satisfactory.  In  the  Province 
improvement  is  reported  but  the  water  supply  requires  to  be  looked  into. 

13.  Hospitals  and  Work  done. — The  total  number  of  admissions  into  the  Hospitals 
during  1905,  excluding  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  was  2 5 , 7 5 9»  against  23,462  in  1904.

15.  Twelve  specimens  of  new  growths  obtained  at  operations  were  sent  to  the 
Cancer  Research  Institute  for  examination  from  Penang. 

16.  Lunatic  Asylian. — The  average  daily  number  resident  during  1905  was  287, 
being  19  over  the  figure  for  1904.  Five  male  Javanese  patients  were  repatriated  to 
Java  and  22  patients  to  India.  The  recovery  rate  was  42' 10,  against  40^94  in  1904. 
The  percentage  of  deaths  on  the  average  daily  number  resident  was  23  34  against  22  01 
in  1904.  There  was  no  death  from  suicide.  The  industry  of  manufacturing  blankets 
has  been  checked  by  the  scarcity  of  raw  cotton  in  the  market. 

The  site  originally  selected  for  a  new  Asylum  on  the  Reformatory  Road  has  been 
abandoned  and  a  new  site  of  400  acres  forming  part  of  the  Trafalgar  hstate  on  the  Eu 
Chu  Kang  Road  purchased. 

17.  Maternity  Hospital,  Singapore. — There  were  93  lying-in  patients  in  1905,  as 
against  66  in  1904.  As  usual,  the  majority  were  Tamils.  One  Probationer  passed  out 
-of  this  hospital  in  1905. 
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1 8.  Police  Force. — The  out-patients  in  Singapore  numbered  4,283,  against  4,096  in 
1904.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-five  were  treated  in  hospital  in  Singapore  and  390 
in  Penang.  In  both  places  complaints  are  made  of  many  trivial  cases  coming  for 
treatment. 

19.  Estates. — The  high  sickness  and  death  rates  reported  from  Byram,  Caledonia 
and  Victoria  Estates  were  due  to  the 

(1)  poor  class  of  coolies  sent  to  these  Estates, 

(2)  insufficient  medical  supervision,  and 

(3)  water  supply. 

All  these  are  being  remedied. 

20.  Quarantine  Camp. — In  Singapore  the  question  of  improving  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  and  staff  has  been  decided.  A  site  has  been  acquired  in  Ballestier  near  the  new 
Tan  Tock  Seng’s  Hospital.  Plans  of  the  new  buildings  on  modern  lines  are  ready  and 
work  will  be  put  in  hand  very  soon.  When  the  buildings  are  completed  they  will  be 
taken  over  entirely  by  the  Municipality  and  a  special  staff  appointed.  This  will  fill  a 
long  felt  want. 

21.  Beri-beri  Hospital. — A  new  Beri-beri  hospital  is  in  course  of  construction  at 
Pasir  Panjangto  accommodate  232  patients,  and  when  it  is  finished  it  is  contemplated 
to  devote  two  or  three  of  the  wards  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

22.  Out-door  Dispensaries. — T wenty  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-six  patients 
paying  51,061  visits  were  treated  at  the  several  dispensaries,  as  against  19,97°  patients 
and  49,841  visits  in  1904. 

23.  Vaccination. — The  total  number  of  vaccinations  performed  throughout  the 

Colony  in  1905  was  16,003,  as  against  15,768  in  1904.  1  he  following  table  shows  the 

number  vaccinated,  with  the  results  in  the  several  Settlements  during  1905.

The  above  do  not  include  vaccinations  performed  in  the  Prisons  or  at  the  Quaran¬ 
tine  Stations  or  by  the  Medical  Practitioners.  Saigon  lymph  was  used  throughout  the 
year  and  seeing  that  the  supply  is  from  the  same  source  it  is  rather  difficult  to  account 
for  the  various  results  obtained.  Although  the  percentage  of  failure  in  Province 
Wellesley  and  Malacca  appears  high,  the  results  on  the  whole  may  be  considered 
satisfactory. 

24.  Quarantine. — In  Singapore  242,302  passengers  and  81,129  crew  were 
examined  on  arrival  and  6,137  pilgrims  on  departure.  In  Penang  the  numbers 
inspected  were  159,156  passengers,  54,980  crew  and  4,006  pilgrims.  These  numbers 
are  much  in  excess  of  those  for  the  previous  year.  Both  Stations  were  continuously 
occupied  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception  of  two  days  in  Singapore  and  38  days 
in  Penang. 
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25-  Government  Analyst. — -The  work  in  1905  was  much  about  the  same  as  in 
1904.  In  March  Mr.  BURGESS  proceeded  to  Europe  and  stayed  there  for  six  months 
on  special  duty  in  connection  with  Rubber  planting  and  preparation. 

26.  Medical  School. — This  School,  known  as  the  Straits  and  Federated  Malay 
States  Government  Medical  School  began  its  first  session  on  3rd  July  and  ended  on 
23rd  December.  The  School  is  located  in  the  old  Female  Lunatic  Asylum  buildings 
which  were  altered  and  equipped  for  the  purpose.  A  full  report  of  the  working  of  the 
School  which,  so  far,  is  encouraging,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  J.  I  cannot  close 
this  without  mentioning  the  prominent  pirts  both  the  Hon’ble  Tan  Jiak  Kim  and 
Mr.  W.  D.  BARNES,  Secreta  y  for  Chinese  Affairs,  have  taken  in  bringing  about  the 
establishment  of  this  School. 

27.  Poisons  Ordinance. — This  Ordinance  was  passed  and  brought  into  force  on 
the  1st  July  for  regulating  the  possession  and  sale  of  Poisons.  Only  qualified  Chemists 
and  those  holding  certificates  of  competence  from  the  Principal  Civil  Medical  Officer 
are  licensed  to  deal  in  retail.  Others  are  given  wholesale  licences  under  which  the 
sale  of  any  patent  medicine  containing  morphine  is  prohibited.  All  licensed  premises 
were  regularly  inspected  and  3  prosecutions  for  dealing  in  poisons  without  licences 
were  instituted  and  convictions  obtained. 

28.  Morphine  Ordinance. — The  Police  have  been  very  vigilant  in  the  carrying  out 
of  this  Ordinance  and  several  cases  were  brought  into  Court  for  infringement  of  the 
law.  Three  cases  were  also  brought  against  Chemists  by  the  Medical  Department 
for  infringement  of  the  rules.  Five  candidates  passed  the  required  examination  and 
obtained  certificates  as  Chemists  under  this  Ordinance. 

29.  Medical  Registration  Ordinance. — This  Ordinance  deals  with  the  registration  of 
qualified  Medical  Practitioners  and  the  prohibition  from  practising  of  unqualified  men. 
It  was  brought  into  force  on  the  1st  July  and  by  the  end  of  December  59  practitioners 
were  registered. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  eight  men  (7  Chinese  and  1  Tamil)  who 
were  not  otherwise  qualified  but  had  been  in  practice  for  six  months  preceding  the 
passing  of  the  same,  were  examined  in  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Midwifery.  All  of 
them  passed  and  were  admitted  to  registration. 

30.  Staff  (1). — Dr.  G.  D.  Freer,  Colonial  Surgeon  Resident,  Penang,  was 
promoted  to  the  post  of  Principal  in  the  Straits  and  Federated  Malay  States  Govern¬ 
ment  Medical  School,  a  newly  created  appointment,  on  the  1st  June. 

(2)  In  consequence  of  this,  the  following  promotions  took  place.  Dr.  S.  H. 
Lucy,  State  Surgeon,  Pahang,  became  Colonial  Surgeon  Resident,  Penang.  Dr.  W. 
H.  Fry,  Colonial  Surgeon,  Province  Wellesley,  was  transferred  to  Pahang  on  24th 
August,  vice  Dr.  LUCY.  Dr.  W-  S.  SHEPPARD  became  Colonial  Surgeon,  Province 
Wellesley.  Dr.  D.  M.  Ford  succeeded  Dr.  Sheppard  as  Supernumerary  Colonial 
Surgeon  and  Dr.  S.  H.  McCi.INTOCK  arrived  here  from  Europe  on  the  22nd  July  to 
fill  up  the  post  of  House  Surgeon  at  the  General  Hospital  vacated  by  promotion  of 
Dr.  Ford. 

(3)  Dr.  J.  Lease,  Colonial  Surgeon  Resident,  General  Hospital,  Singapore,  went 
on  leave  to  Europe  on  the  28th  May,  the  acting  appointment  being  held  by  Dr.  DANE, 
Colonial  Surgeon,  Dr.>SHEPPARD  acting  for  Dr.  Dane  until  2 1st  August  when  he  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Province  Wellesley  to  take  up  his  substantive  appointment.  Dr.  Ford  then 
took  up  the  appointment  of  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon. 

(4)  Dr.  T.  C.  Mugliston  went  on  leave  on  9th  June.  Dr.  Lucy  took  his  place 
as  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon,  Penang,  and  Dr.  A.  L.  HOOPS,  House  Surgeon,  acted  as 
Colonial  Surgeon  Resident  at  the  Penang  General  Hospital. 

(5)  Dr.  W.  G.  ELLIS,  Medical  Superintendent,  Lunatic  Asylum,  proceeded  on 
leave  to  Europe  on  the  16th  March,  and  Dr.  H.  J.  GlBBS,  Assistant  Surgeon,  acted 
for  him. 

(6)  Dr.  A.  H.  KEUN,  Colonial  Surgeon,  Province  Wellesley  South,  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Penang  on  3rd  October  as  Resident  Medical  Officer,  Pauper  Hospital,  Pro¬ 
vince  Wellesley  being  left  in  charge  of  one  Colonial  Surgeon. 

(7)  Dr.  Frankland  Dent  was  appointed  Assistant  Government  Analyst  and 
Opium  Inspector,  and  arrived  in  Singapore  from  Europe  on  the  18th  August,  1905. 

(8)  Mr.  C.  FRANCIS,  Assistant  Registering  Officer,  proceeded  on  15  months 
leave  to  Europe  on  the  10th  April. 

(9)  Assistant  Surgeons  B.  G.  SAMMY  and  SiT  PENG  Lok,  who  qualified  in 
Madras  in  1904,  both  purchased  their  discharges  and  have  set  up  in  private  practice  in 
-Singapore  and  Malacca  respectively. 
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(io)  Student  Apothecary  E.  H.  De  Vries  passed  and  obtained  his  diploma  as 
Assistant  Surgeon  in  Madras.  As  there  was  no  vacancy  in  the  Straits  when  he  arrived 
he  was  transferred  to  the  Federated  Malay  States  service. 

(n)  Two  additional  appointments  of  European  Attendants  at  the  Lunatic  Asylum 
were  sanctioned  by  Government  which  were  filled  by  the  arrival  from  Europe  of 
Messrs.  H.  GRIMSHAW  and  M.  J.  Niall. 

(12)  There  were  some  changes  among  the  Nurses  and  Probationers.  The  latter 
posts  are  now  satisfactorily  filled  when  vacancies  occur  as  a  better  class  of  persons 
is  available. 

31.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  8  student  Apothecaries  in  the  Madras 
Medical  College.  Two  of  them  have  since  passed  and  two  others  have  returned  to 
complete  their  studies  in  the  Medical  School  here.

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APPENDIX  A. 

Singapore. 

Report  by  Dr.  R.  Dane,  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon  Resident . 

1.  On  hi  ay  28th  Dr.  LEASK  went  home  on  leave  and  I  was  appointed  to  act  for 
him,  Dr.  Freer  taking  charge  of  the  Female  Ward.  On  July  22nd  Dr.  McCLiNTOCK 
arrived  and  took  up  his  appointment  as  House  Surgeon. 

2.  Buildings. — The  ventilation  of  the  Officers’  Ward  was  much  improved  by 
making  large  openings  near  the  ceiling  in  the  partition  walls. 

3.  All  the  woodwork  of  the  windows  of  the  verandah  of  the  Seamen’s  and 
Officers’  Wards,  and  their  reading  rooms,  was  renewed. 

4.  The  building  which  used  to  be  a  smallpox  Hospital  was  repainted,  the  fence 
was  removed,  and  it  was  converted  into  dressers’  quarters. 

5.  A  drain  at  the  back  of  one  of  the  dressers’  quarters  was  prolonged,  and  the 
ground  behind  was  filled  up  and  graded. 

6.  All  the  dressers’  quarters  were  whitewashed  and,  except  No.  1  and  No.  4, 
painted. 

7.  The  swamp  near  the  smallpox  ward  was  filled  up,  and  a  commencement 

made  to  fill  up  the  rest  of  the  low-lying  ground  between  the  Hospital  and  New 

Bridge  Road. 

8.  Some  temporary  repairs  were  made  to  the  floor  of  the  Female  Ward. 

9.  Sisters'  Quarters. — The  drain  used  to  run  into  the  swamp  by  the  smallpox 
Hospital.  It  now  runs  under  the  road  to  the  ditch  on  the  other  side  of  the  road. 

10.  Sisters'  Quarters. — The  brick  honey-comb  work  of  the  arches  under  the 
ground  floor  was  replaced  by  iron  grilles. 

1 1.  Post  Mortem  Rooms. — In  each  tables  of  brickwork  and  cement  were  erected  to 
take  the  place  of  old  wooden  tables,  and  water-pipes  were  carried  overhead  to  the 
centre  of  each. 

12.  Native  Ward.—  Modern  aseptic  washhand  basins  were  put  up. 

3.  Lockup. — The  doors  of  the  cells  and  the  lock  up  were  provided  with  Yale 

Locks  instead  of  the  old  handcuffs  which  required  a  long  time  to  undo,  and  not  rarely 
got  out  of  order. 

14.  In  addition,  many  other  minor  works  and  repairs  were  carried  out  and  a  com¬ 
plete  survey  made  of  the  drain  about  the  main  building.  These  drains  will  be  altered 
in  1906. 

15.  Removal  of  nightsoil  has  been  carried  out  regularly. 

16.  Removal  of  rubbish  is  also  carried  out  regularly,  and  the  incinerator  has  been 

seldom  used.

24.  The  number  of  cases  sent  in  for  observation  and  transferred  to  the  Lunatic 
Asylum  were  190,  others  sent  in  were  not  insane  and  were  discharged.  These  patients 
and  the  alcoholics  have  always  been  a  serious  nuisance  here.  They  are  very  often 
noisy,  sometimes  fiendishly  so,  and  thus  keep  patients  and  the  staff  awake  for  hours. 
At  the  inspection  of  the  Hospital  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  on  13th  December, 
1905,  there  happened  to  be  one  in,  and  fresh  arrangements  are  to  be  made. 

Police  Force. 

Report  by  Dr.  H.  J.  Gibbs,  Acting  Police  Surgeon. 

1.  The  sick  in  the  Force  who  attended  at  the  out-patient  room  at  the  Central 
Station  consisted  of  189  Europeans,  4  Eurasians,  847  Sikhs,  824  Natives  of  India 
other  than  Sikhs,  2264  Malays  and  155  Chinese  or  a  total  of  4,283,  as  compared  with 
4,096  for  the  previous  year. 

2.  The  greatest  seen  on  any  one  day  wras  36  and  the  least  2. 

3.  The  average  daily  number  for  the  291  working  days  was  14.71  or  11.87  for  a 
365 -days’  year. 
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4-  The  averages  of  the  attendances  for  7  years  are  given  below : —

5.  Many  of  the  above  attended  for  very  trifling  complaints  and  several  were 
malingerers. 

6.  Of  the  out-patients  seen  335  were  sent  to  Hospital  as  in-patients  compared 
with  556  in  1899;  29°  in  1900;  294  in  1901  ;  350  in  1902;  317  in  1903  and  357 
in  1904. 

7.  Of  the  335  treated  as  in-patients  in  the  General  Hospital,  30  were  reported 

as  malingerers;  the  remaining  consisted  of  Bronchial  Catarrh  6,  Bronchitis  20, 
Bronchitic  Asthma  7,  Pneumonia  r,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  2,  Diarrhoea  20,  Hepatitis 
U  Dysentery  and  Colitis  27,  Fissure  in  ano  r,  Inguinal  hernia  1,  Biliousness  1,  Ulcera¬ 
tion  of  Pharynx  I,  Tapeworm  2,  Dyspepsia  2,  Colic  1,  External  haemorrhoids  1, 

Primary  Syphilis  11,  Gonorrhoea  19,  Chancroids  1,  Bubo  3,  Secondary  Syphilis  5,

8.  Three  deaths  occurred  in  Hospital;  one  from  Tetanus,  one  from  Diarrhoea 
and  the  third  of  Hepatic  Abscess.  Four  other  deaths  occurred,  three  from  Beri-beri 
and  one  from  Diarrhoea,  out  of  Hospital. 

9.  Thirteen  members  of  the  Force  viz.  :  6  Sikhs,  6  Malays  and  1  Chinese  were 
invalided. 

10.  Seventeen  cases  of  Beri-beri  were  treated  and  they  occurred  at  the  Central, 
Sepoy  jLines,  Kreta  Ayer,  Kandang  Kerbau,  Tanjong  Rhu,  Bedoh,  Beach  and  Orchard 
Road  Stations. 

V".  F?ur  hundred  and  ten  candidates  presented  themselves  for  examination  for 
admission  into  the  Police  force.  Of  these  275  were  accepted  and  135  rejected,  which 
gave  a  percentage  of  rejections  to  presentations  of  33. 

The  410  were  18  Europeans  (14  passed  and  4  rejected),  147  Sikhs  (94  passed 
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53  rejected),  44  Natives  of  India  other  than  Sikhs  (31  passed  and  13  rejected),  165 
Malays  (118  passed  and  47  rejected),  and  36  Chinese  (18  passed  and  18  rejected). 

12.  Two  Europeans  and  nine  Sikhs  were  passed  as  fit  for  re-engagement  for 
further  periods  of  service. 

13.  The  causes  of  rejection  were  as  in  previous  years,  over-age,  ill-development, 
phthisis,  hernia,  anaemia,  heart  disease,  enlarged  spleen,  hydrocele,  venereal  diseases, 
and  in  a  majority  of  the  cases,  especially  amongst  the  Sikhs,  impaired  vision. 

14.  Twenty-nine  out  of  the  35  Stations  were  inspected  twice,  and  the  outlying  sta¬ 
tions  of  Kranji,  Tanjong  Kling,  Chan  Chu  Kang,  Changi,  Pulo  Tekong  and  Bedoh  once 
during  the  year.  They  were,  on  the  whole,  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 
The  details  of  the  above  inspections  with  suggestions  for  improvement  where  necessary 
were  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  which  was  forwarded  to  the  Chief 
Police  Officer  from  time  to  time. 

15.  Dr.  Ellis  proceeded  on  eleven  months’  leave  of  absence  to  Europe  on  the 
16th  March,  1905,  and  I  have  carried  on  his  duties  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Prison  Hospital. 

Report  by  Dr.  Dane,  Colonial  Surgeon  in  Charge. 

1.  General  Health  of  the  Prisoners. — Toth  among  the  Criminal  and  the  Civil 
Prisoners  there  was  a  slight  increase  of  sickness  as  judged  by  the  admissions  to 
Hospital.  See  Table  I.

2.  Enteric  Fever. — All  the  cases  came  from  the  criminal  prison.  There  were 
6  cases,  which  is  unusually  high.  Five  of  the  cases  began  in  the  gaol,  the  other 
arrived  with  the  disease. 

3.  Tubercular  diseases. — There  is  an  increase  of  .05  per  cent  over  the  average 
percentage  of  admissions  for  these  diseases. 

4.  Ophthalmia. — A  large  number  of  cases  occurred.  The  outbreak  ceased  when 
proof  was  obtained  that  the  prisoners  were  causing  and  keeping  up  the  disease  by 
applying  Bengal  soap  to  their  eyes.  Only  6  out  of  the  250  cases  came  from  the  Civil 
Prison. 

5.  Inflammatory  Bowel  Diseases. — Of  the  280  cases  only  8  were  from  the  Civil 

Prison.

An  analysis  of  48  consecutive  cases  of  Dysentery  shows  that  two  were  admitted 
to  the  Gaol  with  Dysentery  in  an  active  state,  sixteen  admitted  to  a  previous  attack 
of  this  disease  and  that  this  disease  is  most  prevalent  in  the  Middle  Grade. 

A  large  number  of  the  prisoners  are  admitted  to  Gaol  in  a  very  poor  state  of 
health  and  so  it  is  only  to  be  expected  that  sooner  or  later  some  will  break  down. 

It  is  a  not  unusual  occurrence  for  us  to  discover  in  the  postmortem  room  a 
condition  of  chronic  dysentery  where  a  history  of  that  disease  has  been  persistently 
denied. 

6.  Beri-beri. — Of  the  50  cases  admitted  in  1905  only  one  came  from  the  Civil 
Prison. 

The  following  table  indicates  that  the  disease  must  have  been  very  prevalent 
amongst  the  poorer  classes  in  Singapore  for  many  years  while  we  had  none  in  the 
Gaol.

8. — As  to  the  causes  of  this  disease. — In  1904  some  of  the  suggestions  of  Dr. 
Daniel  in  his  report  on  Beri-beri  in  this  Gaol  were  carried  out.  They  all  tended  to 
keep  purer  and  drier  the  air  in  the  cells  and  to  the  avoidance  of  contamination  of  both 
the  drinking  and  the  bathing  water. 

A  reference  to  Table  VII  shows  a  rapid  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  in  November 
1904  and  indicates  that  the  fall  in  1905  was  due  to  the  fewness  of  the  cases  arising  in 
the  Gaol. 

On  November  1st,  1904,  the  feeding  with  parboiled  rice  was  begun  but  the  kanji 
was  not  made  of  it  till  1st  August,  1905,  since  when  it  is  the  only  rice  used.  That  is 
from  November  1st,  1904,  to  August  1st,  1905,  -^ths  of  the  rice  was  not  parboiled 
rice. 

In  1903  from  February  1st  to  October  31st  we  had  only  29  cases  of  whom  11 
(eleven)  were  recognized  within  30  days  of  admission  to  Gaol.  So  while  it  is  possible 
that  neither  the  sanitary  improvements  nor  the  parboiled  rice  are  responsible  for  the 
decrease,  one  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  that  its  use  be  continued.

Tan  Tock  Seng’s  Hospital. 

Report  by  Dr.  D.  M.  Ford,  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon. 

1.  Staf. — Dr.  SHEPPARD  was  transferred  to  Province  Wellesley  and  I  took 
charge  of  the  Hospital  on  2  ist  August,  1905.  Assistant  Surgeons  NORRIS,  CLARKE 
and  SlNHA  worked  throughout  the  year  and  Assistant  Surgeon  WHEATLEY  replaced 
Assistant  Surgeon  PESTANA  on  the  latter’s  transfer  to  the  Out-Door  Dispensary. 

Dresser  Dyriam  relieved  Dresser  Ess  at  St.  John’s  Island  in  October  and  Dresser 
J.  P.  NONIS  was  transferred  to  duty  at  the  General  Hospital  on  nth  December. 
Among  the  Committee  Dressers  there  were  five  resignations  and  three  dismissals  and 
these  vacancies  were  soon  filled  by  fresh  candidates. 

In  the  estimates  for  1906  under  Personal  Emoluments,  the  staff  of  this  Hospital 
will  be  very  much  increased  by  the  appointment  of  a  Resident  Medical  Officer,  two 
Dressers  at  $80  per  mensem  each  and  five  Hospital  Assistants  at  $40  per  mensem 
each.  The  increased  salary  of  the  latter  appointment  will  certainly  bring  in  application 
from  a  more  educated  class.  A  clerk  of  Class  III  grade  is  also  estimated  for  and  will 
supply  a  long  felt  want. 

The  above  additions  to  the  staff  will  be  greatly  welcomed  and  will  materially 
lighten  the  heavy  duties  of  this  institution. 

2.  Buildings. — Knowing  that  a  new  Hospital  is  under  construction  only  urgent 
repairs  were  undertaken.  The  grounds,  etc.,  were  kept  in  good  order.

4.  The  daily  average  sick  was  513  95  and  percentage  of  deaths  to  total  treated 
18.86.  This  low  death  rate  has  not  been  recorded  for  many  years. 

5.  Chief  causes  of  admission  with  respective  deaths  in  brackets  were  as  follows : — 

Venereal  disease,  chiefly  syphilitic  958(29)  Malaria 902  (138),  Beri-beri  866  (279), 
Tuberculosis  379  (246),  Dysentery  363  (187),  Phagedaena  214  (27),  Enteric  F'ever  100 
(51),  Diarrhoea  148  (82),  Cirrhosis  of  liver  69  (39),  Pneumonia  63  (41)  Bright’s  disease 
42  (17),  Valvu'ar  diseases  40  (20)  Abscess  127  (6)  and  Ulcer  775. 

6.  Maliria. —  In  a  very  large  proportion  of  cases  Subtertian  parasites  were  found 
alone  or  in  combination  with  benign  parasites.  They  were  the  cause  of  death  in  118 
of  138  deaths  recorded  under  this  disease.  Most  of  them  were  intensely  anaemic  and 
some  of  them  left  in  this  condition  to  return  worse  than  ever. 

7.  Beri-Beri. — -The  admissions  were  fewer  than  in  1903  and  1904  but  the  deaths 
were  comparatively  speaking  much  less,  giving  a  death  rate  of  32.21  per  cent.  The 
death  rates  for  previous  4  years  were  54.21  per  cent  in  190 1,  41.49  per  cent  in  1902, 
40.51  per  cent  in  1903  and  46.31  in  1904. 

8.  Tuberculosis. — The  death  rate  is  very  high.  In  my  experience  I  have  rarely 
come  across  an  incipient  case  seeking  admission  here.  The  cases  are  brought  in  a  far 
advanced  stage  and  invariably  in  them  the  opium  habit  has  been  developed.  The 
prognosis  under  these  conditions  was  hopeless.  The  admissions  stand  about  the 
average. 

(a)  Empyema. — The  admissions  are  shown  as  12.  This  is  an  increase.  The 
left  side  is  usually  affected  and  is  nearly  always  tubercular  in  origin. 

9.  Dysentery. — There  is  a  great  advance  on  the  previous  figures  and  at  the 
autopsies  held  extensive  ulceration  of  large  and  small  gut  was  found. 

10.  Enteric  Fever. — Claimed  51  victims  out  of  100  admissions. 

11.  Diarrhoea. — I  am  much  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  “Diarrhoea”  here  is 
due  to  a  colitis  and  the  high  death  rate  of  82  out  of  a  total  of  164  treated  shows  how 
far  the  intestinal  tract  must  have  been  involved. 

12.  Cirrhosis  of  liver. — Admissions  69  and  deaths  39.  It  is  difficult  to  establish 
the  cause  among  Chinese  as  it  is  known  all  over  the  Peninsula  that  they  are,  generally 
speaking,  non-alcoholics. 

13.  I  append  a  Table  dealing  with  malignant  growths,  all  confirmed  microscopi¬ 
cally. 

14.  On  23rd  May  all  patients  were  put  on  parboiled  rice  with  a  view  to  testing  the 
rice  theory  of  Beri-beri.  The  low  death  rate  among  Beri-berics  for  the  past  year  is,  I 
think,  in  some  measure  due  to  this  form  of  rice  diet.  The  death  rate  instantly 
declined.  The  following  figures  in  the  order  of  the  months  show  the  deaths  from 
Beri-beri:  51,  42,  43,  35,  22,  13,  9,  6,  7,  12,  16,  23. 

As  this  form  of  dietary  has  only  been  tried  for  six  months  a  definite  conclusion  as 
to  its  curative  and  prophylactic  properties  cannot  with  any  accuracy  be  determined. 
But  the  low  death  rate  recorded  in  this  experimental  stage  justifies  one  in  continuing  it. 

15.  From  1 7th  August  all  medico- legal  work  in  connection  with  B  and  C  Divisions 
was  sent  to  this  institution.  Several  cases  of  assault  have  since  been  attended  to  and 
of  these  only  the  few  serious  ones  were  detained.  Autopsies  were  held  on  68  cases 
sent  by  His  Majesty’s  Coroner. 

16.  There  is  a  wide  field  here  for  operative  surgery  and  during  the  year  several 
interesting  operations  were  performed.  These  were  Amputations: — Lower  extremity 
14,  Upper  extremity  4,  Resection  of  part  of  rib  15,  Resection  Tunica  Vaginalis  5, 
Radical  cure  Scrotal  hernia 4,  Abscesses  Liver,  Incision  and  drainage  7,  Gastrostomy  1, 
Castration  3,  Removal  of  Malignant  growths  5,  Lithotrity  2,  a  few  iridectomies  and 
cataract  extractions.  On  the  whole  the  results  were  very  encouraging.  Chloroform 
was  the  anaesthetic  used  for  almost  all  on  orations. 

17.  On  9th  September  Assistan  burgeons  Norris,  Clarke,  SiNHA  and  PESTANA 
and  later  when  the  latter  left,  Assistant  Surgeon  WHEATLEY  were  gazetted  Deputy 
Registrars  of  Deaths.  The  Register  has  been  carefully  kept  up  and  daily  forms  have 
been  forwarded  to  the  Registrar  General  of  the  previous  24  hours’  registration.

1.  Of  the  50  males  discharged,  1  was  sent  back  to  China  and  49  were  transferred 
to  Pulo  Jerejak  at  various  intervals,  10  during  February,  22  in  July  and  17  in  Decem¬ 
ber.  None  of  the  absconders  were  re-arrested. 

2.  The  grounds  were  well  kept. 


Lunatic  Asylum. 

Report  by  Dr.  H.  J.  Gibbs,  Acting  Medical  Superintendent . 

1.  The  average  daily  number  of  patients  resident  during  the  year  was  287  (males 
.239,  females  48),  which  is  an  increase  of  26  males  and  a  decrease  of  7  females  or  a  total 
increase  of  19  patients  over  the  figures  for  1904. 

2.  On  the  31st  December,  1904,  there  remained  283  patients  (males  232,  females 
51).  There  were  admitted  in  1905  200  males  and  28  females,  making  the  total  treated 
432  males  and  79  females  or  5  1 1  in  all. 

The  maximum  and  minimum  numbers  in  the  Asylum  were  respectively  313  and 

264.

4-  There  were  under  treatment  on  the  31st  December,  1904,  14  Criminal  lunatics 
and  4  Lunatic  criminals;  5  Criminal  lunatics  and  10  Lunatic  criminals  were  admitted  in 
J905,  making  a  total  of  33  Criminals  treated  during  the  year.  Of  these  5  were  dis¬ 
charged  recovered  (two  of  them  returning  to  the  Criminal  Prison  to  complete  their 
sentences)  ;  three  were  transferred  as  ordinary  insane  patients  on  the  expiration  of 
their  sentences  ;  four  died;  two  were  repatriated  to  Madras;  and  fifteen  Criminal 
lunatics  and  four  Lunatic  criminals  remain  under  treatment. 

5.  Evidence  of  past  and  present  venereal  disease  in  the  admissions,  as  in  previ¬ 
ous  years,  is  common  ;  over  twenty-one  per  cent  had  suffered  from  syphilis.  This  is 
about  three  per  cent  less  than  that  for  1904.  Syphilis  was  the  undoubted  cause  of  the 
insanity  in  many  of  the  cases  and  was  the  cause  of  death  in  eight  cases,  postmortem 
examinations  revealing  cerebral  endarteritis.  No  gummata  were  found. 

6.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  no  deaths  from  suicide  occurred  during 
1905,  although  there  were  four  attempts  made  which  were  frustrated  by  the  vigilance 
of  the  Attendants.  There  are  at  present  forty-four  known  to  be  suicidal  patients  in 
the  Asylum  ;  the  Attendants  and  staff  have  consequently  an  anxious  time  of  it  in 
preventing  these  from  taking  their  lives.  It  means  constant  vigilance  which  is  very 
wearying,  especially  as  the  Asylum  offers  so  many  facilities  to  would-be  suicides. 

7.  Cholera. — I  regret  to  have  to  record  the  occurrence  of  seven  sporadic  cases  of 
cholera  amongst  the  inmates  at  Pasir  Panjang  ;  one  male,  five  female  patients  and  an 
Ayah  having  been  attacked ;  three  of  the  female  patients  and  the  Ayah  died,  the  others 
made  good  uninterrupted  recoveries. 

The  occurrence  of  the  first  case  was  as  sudden  as  it  was  unexpected.  On  the 
night  of  the  19th  October,  1905,  a  female  pa  ient  who  had  been  secluded  as  an  acutely 
maniacal  case  was  seized  with  purging  and  vomiting  from  which  she  died  at  7.15  a.m. 
on  the  20th. 

At  the  autopsy  held  four  hours  later,  in  addition  to  the  external  appearances 
of  cholera,  rice  water  stools  were  found  in  the  intestines  which,  on  bacteriological 
examination  were  found  to  contain  numerous  comma  bacilli.  The  next  morning  one 
male  and  two  female  patients  were  attacked,  and  yet  another  female  on  the  morning  of 
the  22nd. 

Of  the  three  cases  attacked  on  the  21st  one  female  died  on  the  24th  the  other 
female  and  male  recovered  as  did  also  the  female  who  was  attacked  on  the  22nd. 

From  the  23rd  to  the  30th  there  were  no  cases  although  there  were  cases  of 
suspicious  diarrhoea  amongst  the  females  ;  these  latter  were  carefully  watched  but  they 
presented  no  further  signs. 

On  the  31st  October  a  female  patient  who  assisted  in  the  kitchen  was  seized  with 
cholera  and  died  the  next  day. 

Ayah  Yah  who  had  been  in  attendance  on  this  last  case  developed  signs  of  the 
disease  on  the  morning  of  the  1st  November  to  which  she  succumbed  on  the  2nd  at 
St.  John’s  Island. 

On  the  1st  November,  the  Principal  Civil  Medical  Officer  removed  the  whole  of 
the  male  and  female  patients  with  the  Matron,  Dresser,  Ayah  and  Attendants  to  St. 
John’s  Island.  With  their  removal  the  outbreak  ended. 

Although  there  were  a  few  sporadic  cases  in  town  I  could  get  no  report  of  cholera 
in  the  neighbourhood  and  I  can  assign  only  as  a  cause  the  drinking  of  well  water 
which  was  furnished  for  bathing  purposes  to  the  patients.  A  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  of  this  water  by  the  Bacteriologist  showed  that  it  was  merely  a  suspicious  one  and 
probably  subject  to  occasional  contamination. 

After  the  removal  of  the  patients  and  staff  to  the  Quarantine  Station  the  block  of 
outhouses  which  had  become  infected  by  the  last  two  cases  were  pulled  down  and 
burnt. 

The  Matron,  Dresser  FOBROGO,  Ayahs  and  Attendants  worked  very  well  and  the 
death  of  Ayah  Yah  is  to  be  regretted. 

8.  Bowel  complaints. — Owing  to  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Asylum 
diarrhoea,  dysentery  and  enteritis  have  been  very  prevalent  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  year  there  having  occurred  no  less  than  1 1 5  such  cases  with  eleven  deaths; 
dysentery  accounting  for  nine,  enteritis  and  diarrhoea  for  one  each. 

9.  Beri-beri. — From  the  1st  to  the  25th  May,  1905,  there  occurred  thirty  cases  of 
Beri-beri  amongst  the  inmates  fed  on  uncured  Siam  rice,  none  occurring  amongst  those 
fed  on  parboiled  rice  or  on  special  diets  consisting  of  meat,  fish,  eggs,  etc.,  but 
-excluding  rice. 
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On  the  26th  May,  by  order  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  the  whole  of  the 
inmates  were  given  parboiled  rice  and  from  that  date  to  the  end  of  the  year  only  five 
cases  occurred  amongst  those  who  were  free  from  the  disease  on  admission. 

Seven  patients  with  the  disease  in  evidence  were  admitted  during  the  above  period. 
A  special  report  on  the  trial  with  parboiled  rice  was  submitted  at  the  request  of  His 
Excellency. 

It  is  too  early  as  yet  to  speak  definitely  of  the  value  of  parboiled  rice  as  a 
prophylactic,  but  it  promises  well. 

10.  The  site  selected  for  a  new  Asylum  on  the  Reformatory  Road  has  had  to  be 
abandoned  as  impracticable,  and  a  fine  site  of  400  acres  purchased  on  the  Eu  Chu 
Kang  Road  one  and  a  half  miles  from  the  Electric  Tram  Terminus  on  the  Serangoon 
Road. 

11.  Most  of  the  numbered  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report  are  those  in  use  by  the 
London  County  Asylums.  Table  A,  B  and  C  are  the  exceptions. 

12.  Admissions. — Two  hundred  males  and  28  females  were  admitted  ;  of  these  26- 
males  and  2  females  were  readmissions.

14.  Sixty-seven  males  and  four  females  of  the  above  were  discharged  recovered;, 
three  males  and  two  females  absconded  ;  twenty-two  males  and  two  females  died ;  six 
males  and  four  females  were  discharged  as  improved  to  care  of  friends ;  and  there 
remain  one  hundred  males  and  twelve  females. 

15.  The  number  of  abscondments,  fourteen  (males  twelve  and  female  two),  is 
higher  than  it  has  been  for  many  years  and  is  principally  accounted  for  by  the  removal 
of  the  spiked  revolving  bar  at  the  top  of  the  fence  which  enables  patients  to  escape 
from  the  Asylum  with  the  utmost  ease. 

In  some  of  the  cases  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  Attendants  undoubtedly  contri¬ 
buted  to  their  escape  and  these  Attendants  were  duly  punished. 

Five  out  of  the  fourteen  had  quite  recovered  mentally  and  were  impatient  of 
discharge. 

Of  the  abscondments  four  occurred  at  Pasir  Panjang. 

16.  Table  XI  gives  the  form  of  mental  disorder  of  the  admissions. 

17.  The  physical  condition  on  admission  of  many  of  the  patients  left  much  to  be 
desired.  Of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  admissions  eighty-two  were  in  an 
impaired  condition.  Of  these  latter  seven  died  before  they  had  been  in  residence  one 
month;  one  dying  within  three  days. 

18.  That  the  physical  condition  on  admission  largely  influences  the  death  rate  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  of  the  twenty-four  deaths  occurring  amongst  the  admissions  for 
1905  eight  were  shown  as  impaired,  fourteen  as  greatly  impaired,  one  as  fair  and  one 
as  good.  The  causes  of  death  in  the  last  two  being  respectively  cholera  and  cerebral 
haemorrhage  from  an  accidental  fall. 

19.  Discharges. — One  hundred  and  six  patients  were  discharged  recovered  equal 
to  recovery  rate  of  42’ 10  on  the  admissions. 

1  hirty-one  patients  were  discharged  relieved  and  fifteen  not  improved  to  either  the 
care  of  their  friends  or  transferred  to  the  Asylums  in  British  India  and  at  Buitenzorg. 

20.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Consul  General  for  the  Netherlands  Indies  five 
male  Javanese  patients  were  transferred  to  the  Asylum  in  Buitenzorg. 

The  Government  of  India  very  considerably  relieved  us  of  sixteen  male  and  six 
female  patients  accommodating  them  in  the  various  Asylums  in  India. 

21.  Deaths. — Fifty-four  males  and  fifteen  females  died  in  1905,  giving  a  percent¬ 
age  of  23  34  on  the  average  daily  number  resident,  of  13-11  on  the  total  treated,  and  a 
monthly  average  for  the  year  of  17-90  per  mille. 
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22.  Table  V  shows  the  causes  and  ages  at  death. 

23.  Thirty-eight  autopsies  have  been  held  and  the  results  recorded. 

An  inquest  was  held  over  each  of  the  sixty-seven  bodies  and  in  no  case  was  any 
blame  imputed  to  any  of  the  staff. 

24.  Industries. — During  the  year  there  have  been  manufactured  4,431  yards  of 
check  cloth  and  nine  cotton  blankets ;  more  blankets  would  have  been  woven  were  raw 
cotton  to  be  had  in  the  Singapore  market. 

25.  From  the  cloth  there  have  been  made  781  pairs  of  trousers,  829  jackets.  265 
women’s  jackets,  1 1 5  sarongs,  24  dusters  and  12  mattress  covers. 

26.  Fifty-eight  strong  rugs  and  ten  combination  suits  have  been  made  out  of  the 
canvas  purchased. 

27.  About  twenty  per  cent  of  our  patients  cannot  be  got  to  do  anything;  another 
sixteen  per  cent  make  believe  at  work,  the  balance,  sixty-four  per  cent,  are  very  indus¬ 
trious,  they  being  kept  carefully  employed  in  the  loom  sheds,  spinning  cotton,  kitchen 
and  household  duties,  scrubbing  and  cleaning  of  cells  and  wards,  in  sweeping  about  the 
grounds  and  keeping  the  roads  free  from  grass.  Tobacco,  fruit  and  other  extras  are 
given  to  encourage  them. 

28.  Entertainments. — The  European  patients  amuse  themselves  with  draughts, 
chess,  cards,  cricket,  tennis,  football,  and  they  pass  the  warmer  portions  of  the  days  in 
the  verandahs  reading  magazines  and  papers  which  the  General  Hospital  kindly 
contributes  and  which  are  greatly  appreciated . 

29.  The  revenue  derived  from  paying  patients  amounted  to  $4,838.90,  while  sale 
of  stores  and  refuse  rice  produced  another  $75.16. 

30.  Staff. — Dr.  Ellis  on  the  16th  March,  1905,  proceeded  on  long  leave  to  Eng¬ 
land  and  I  have  from  that  date  carried  on  his  duties  in  addition  to  those  of  the 
Assistant  Surgeon. 

Mrs.  HARTNELL  has  worked  as  Matron  throughout  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  European  patients  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
-obtain  two  European  trained  Attendants  in  addition  to  Attendant  JOHNSON  engaged  in 
1903,  from  some  of  the  English  Asylums.  Messrs.  H.  GRIMSHAW  (from  Winwick)  and 
M.  J.  M.  NiALL  (from  Bexley  Heath)  arrived  on  23rd  June  and  5th  July,  1905,  respec¬ 
tively.  They  have  proved  in  every  way  satisfactory.

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Maternity  Hospital. 


Report  by  Dr.  P.  Fowlie,  Hon.  Visiting  Surgeon. 


1.  The  admissions  to  the  hospital  during  the  year  numbered  93 — the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  Institution. 

2.  There  were  71  natural  labours.

showing  a  smaller  proportion  of  complicated  cases  than  usual. 

This  would  seem  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  the  institution  is  being  taken 
advantage  of  as  a  “  lying-in  ”  home  proper;  in  former  years  it  seemed  as  if  the  hos¬ 
pital  were  regarded  as  a  last  resort  in  dangerous  cases,  and  the  tendency  to  look  upon 
it  as  a  comfortable  “  lying-in  ”  home  is  a  very  encouraging  sign  of  the  times. 

4.  Eighty  children  were  born  alive,  9  were  still  born,  1  was  an  abortion  (third 
month). 

The  average  weight  of  the  babies  was  at  birth  :  — 

European  (36)  7  lbs  6  oz. 

Natives  (43)  6  lbs  8  oz. 

5.  Two  mothers  died  during  the  year — 

One  from  Uraemia — she  had  eclampsia  before  admission. 

One  from  Enteric  Fever — who  was  in  a  dying  condition  on  admission. 

6.  Staff. — Mrs.  WHITE,  Nurse  Probationer,  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
and  was  granted  a  Midwife’s  certificate. 

Miss  Gurney  took  her  place  on  the  1st  June,  and  di.d  good  work  during  the 
period  under  review. 

On  the  9th  October  Mrs.  HENNESSY  retired  on  pension  after  15  years’  service  as 
Matron  of  the  hospital.  Mrs.  Lewis  took  her  place  on  6  months’  probation. 

No  report  would  be  complete  that  did  not  place  on  record  an  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  services  rendered  to  the  hospital  by  the  late  Matron. 

During  her  15  years’  work  she  never  had  leave,  and  was  outside  the  hospital  walls 
on  6  occasions  only — not  amounting  to  24  hours  in  all. 

She  was  always  on  duty — night  and  day.  Her  services  were  much  appreciated  by 
patients  of  every  class,  and  her  departure  caused  universal  regret  to  the  staff  of  the 
hospital. 

.  7- .  Buildings. — These  are  quite  inadequate  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  such  an 
institution  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  ward  accommodation  is  defective,  and  there 
is  no  accommodation  at  all  for  the  two  probationers  now  employed.  One  of  them  is 
obliged  to  sleep  in  an  empty  ward,  while  the  other  sleeps  at  her  own  house. 

.1  am  glad  to  know  that  a  new  hospital  on  a  better  site  is  being  arranged  for,  and 
will  it  is  hoped  soon  be  in  course  of  erection.  I  feel  confident  that  with  a  new  hospital 
the  admissions  will  soon  be  doubled,  and  its  value  as  a  teaching  adjunct  to  the  new 
Medical  School  be  much  enhanced. 

8.  _  The  time  will  come  in  Singapore  when  the  practice  of  Midwifery  and  its 
regulation  must  be  a  subject  for  legislation,  and  in  anticipation  of  that  time  it  would 
■seem  desirable  that  the  training  of  Natives  in  the  art  should  be  begun  forthwith— and 
the  sooner  the  better. 

Some  such  scheme  as  that  foreshadowed  here  would,  I  think,  form  a  fitting 
preliminary  for  the  future  legislation.  ^ 


APPENDIX  B. 


PENANG. 

Report  by  Dr.  S.  Lucy,  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon . 

1.  The  state  of  the  Public  Health  of  Penang  for  the  year  cannot  be  considered  as 
satisfactory,  the  death-rate  being  41.41  per  mille.  This  mortality  though  neither 
appreciably  above  or  below  the  average  of  the  last  five  years  is  higher  than  it  should 
be  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  much  of  the  sickness  and  resulting  mortality  is 
attributable  to  preventable  causes. 

2.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  5)437.  as  against  5,517  in  1904.  whilst 
the  births  numbered  2,613,  against  2,493  >n  the  previous  year. 

5.  Fevers,  under  which  classification  are  included  the  various  types  of  Malarial 
Fever,  Remittent  Fever,  and  Enteric  Fever,  account  for  1,310  deaths. 

Malarial  Fevers  are  extremely  prevalent  and  produced  an  immense  amount  of 
sickness  and  incapacity  for  work  ;  though  Malignant  Malaria  is  not  uncommon,  the 
type  is  not  severe,  and  the  case  mortality  low.  The  number  of  deaths  from  these 
-fevers  gives  little  indication  of  their  prevalence,  the  majority  of  the  fevers  are  benign 
in  character  with  a  mortality  which  is  practically  nil.  By  the  filling  up  of  swamps  and 
drainage  of  low-lying  lands  much  could  be  done  to  mitigate  this  pest  and  it  should  not 
be  a  difficult  matter  to  reduce  the  fever  rate  very  considerably. 

4.  Dysentery  and  Diarrhoea. — Five  hundred  and  forty-five  persons  died  from 
these  diseases.  A  very  acute  form  of  dysentery  with  a  rapidly  fatal  termination  is  not 
infrequently  met  with;  fortunately  this  type  of  the  disease  has  at  present  shown  no 
signs  of  becoming  epidemic.  It  is  probably  water-borne;  an  efficient  system  of  water 
filtration  and  removal  of  sources  of  sewage  infection  of  the  catchment  area  for  the 
town  supplies  is  an  urgent  necessity. 

5.  During  the  year  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  serious  epidemic  disease. 

6.  Ten  cases  of  Small-pox,  of  which  5  were  imported,  came  under  observation. 
A  few  cases  of  Measles  and  Chicken-pox  were  notified. 

7.  Plague. — Three  isolated  cases  occurred,  one  was  imported,  all  were  fatal.  In 
no  instance  was  the  source  of  infection  definitely  traced.  The  Municipality  continued 
the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  year. 

8.  Tetanus  is  assuming  unpleasant  prominance  in  the  returns;  in  1904,  17  deaths 
were  returned,  during  the  past  year  68  fatal  cases  have  been  reported. 

9.  The  Pauper  Hospital,  Penang  Prison,  and  Balik  Pulau  Hospital,  afford  tem¬ 
porary  lodging  and  treatment  to  very  large  numbers  of  more  or  less  sick  vagrants  who 
drift  from  one  to  the  other  institution. 

10.  A  chart  is  attached  showing  the  actual  deaths  each  week  of  this  and  last  year; 
as  noted  in  previous  reports,  the  latter  weeks  of  the  second  quarter  are  those  in  which 
the  greatest  mortality  occurs. 


Quarantine  Camp. 

Report  by  Dr.  A.  H.  Keun,  Resident  Medical  Officer,  Pauper  Hospital. 

1.  On  January  1st,  1905,  there  was  one  case  of  Chicken-pox  under  treatment  in 
the  Quarantine  Camp.  During  the  course  of  the  year  there  were  80  admissions  for 
the  following  diseases :  Small-pox  15  cases,  Chicken-pox  40,  Measles  16,  Bubonic 
Plague  2,  Malarial  Fever  1,  Secondary  Syphilis  I,  Debility  after  Fever  I,  Bubo  1, 
Cellulitis  1,  Observation  2.  The  last  six  diseases  quoted  were  cases  which  were  sent 
in  for  observation  or  on  mistaken  diagnosis.  Of  these  80  admissions  33  cases  came  of 
their  own  accord  or  were  brought  by  friends  and  relatives,  the  remaining  were  sent  in 
either  by  the  Police,  by  the  Health  Officer  (Municipality)  or  by  the  Deputy  Health 
Officer. 

2.  There  were  seven  deaths  in  all.  Three  deaths  occurred  among  Small-pox 
cases.  1  hese  deaths  were  all  among  patients  who  had  never  been  vaccinated  or  who 
showed  no  marks  of  Vaccination  on  their  persons.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  the 
unvaccinated  cases  died  ;  the  remaining  small-pox  cases  who  were  successfully  treated 
were  all  vaccinated  at  some  time  or  other.

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3.  There  were  only  two  admissions  for  Bubonic  Plague  and  both  died.  The 
first  case  was  in  an  Islam  Kling  named  Abdul  Raman  who  was  a  cook  in  an  Eating 
House  in  128,  King  Street,  and  who  was  sent  to  the  Camp  at  8  p  m.  on  the  10th  March 
from  the  General  Hospital,  where  he  was  originally  received  and  diagnosed  as  plague. 
He  died  7  hours  after  admission  into  the  Camp.  The  second  case  also  in  an  Islam 
Kling  named  Piar  Mohamed  was  also  sent  in  from  the  General  Hospital  on  the  6th 
•October.  He  had  been  brought  from  13,  Hutton  Lane,  and  had  lived  18  months  in 
Penang.  No  history  of  source  of  infection  could  be  obtained  though  his  occupation 
as  Ship’s  Dubash  Coolie  may  have  exposed  him  to  infection  from  one  of  the  passing 
boats.  He  died  four  hours  after  admission.  Diagnosis  in  both  cases  was  made  by  the 
general  symptoms  and  confirmed  by  examination  of  blood  and  from  culture. 

4.  A  case  of  suppurating  bubo,  which  was  sent  in  as  a  supposed  case  of  plague 
died  after  11  days’  treatment.  The  last  case  was  in  a  cellulitis  case.  The  deaths 
make  up  a  percentage  of  8-64  of  deaths  to  total  treated. 

5.  From  the  attached  table  of  small-pox  and  chicken-pox  cases  it  will  be  seen 
that  among  the  various  nationalities  in  Penang,  the  Tamils  and  Islam  Klings  formed 
the  greater  number  of  admissions.  Thus  there  were  41  Tamils  and  Islam  Klings 
admitted  out  of  the  total  of  55  treated.  Of  the  13  cases  of  Small-pox  12  were  among 
Tamils  and  Islam  Klings,  two  were  Chinese  and  one  a  Portuguese  who  was  employed 
as  steward  on  board  the  “  Thongwa.  ”  Thirteen  of  the  small-pox  cases  were  from 
the  town  and  two  from  on  board. 

6.  As  regards  seasonal  variation  it  will  be  noticed  that  most  of  the  admissions 
into  the  Quarantine  Camp  were  in  March  and  April  and  September  and  November. 
September  saw  most  admissions  for  small-pox,  viz. :  5  cases,  October  2  cases,  April  3 
•cases,  and  January  2.

7.  As  regards  the  buildings  and  outhouses  there  were  various  general  repairs 
executed,  with  re-attaping  and  renewing  of  floors  and  walls,  while  a  new  Mortuary  was 
erected. 


General  Hospital. 

Report  by  Dr.  A.  L.  Hoops,  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon  Resident. 

1.  Buildings . — The  whole  hospital  was  lime  and  colour  washed. 

2.  The  woodwork  of  the  old  female  leper  ward  has  been  destroyed,  and  the 
pillars  and  floor  scraped  and  disinfected.  It  has  been  partitioned  off  into  servants’ 
•quarters,  which  are  now  ready  for  occupation. 

3.  The  mortuary  is  also  approaching  completion,  and  a  porcelain  table  of  the 
latest  design  is  to  be  erected  there. 

4.  The  western  end  of  the  Seaman’s  Ward  has  been  partitioned  off,  and  converted 
into  two  double-bedded  five-dollar  wards,  as  the  charges  for  single-bedded  wards  were 
raised  to  eight  dollars  per  diem  from  September  1st. 
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5.  A  mosquito  room  has  been  erected  in  the  nurses'  quarters  on  the  Head  Nurse’s 
verandah. 

6.  Some  minor  repairs  have  been  done  to  the  old  Matron’s  quarters,  Lock 
Hospital,  which  are  now  occupied  by  Assistant  Surgeon  NlCKELSON. 

/.  Staff. — Dr.  G.  D.  FREER  was  in  charge  until  May  27th,  when  lie  left  to  take 
up  the  post  of  Principal  of  the  Medical  School,  Singapore.  Dr.  S.  H.  R.  Lucy,  the 
new  Colonial  Surgeon  Resident,  was  then  in  charge  until  June  9th  when  he  was 
Appointed  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon.  Since  that  date  I  have  been  in  charge. 

8.  Assistant  Surgeons. — Mr.  RODRIGUES  has  done  excellent  work  throughout 

o 

the  year.  In  addition  to  his  other  duties  he  has  now  charge  of  the  Medical  Stores  for 
the  whole  Settlement.  Mr.  F.  SCULLY  did  duty  here  from  June  10th  to  October 
1 7th  when  he  was  transferred  to  Sungei  Bakap,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  R.  W. 
Nickelson. 

9.  Nurs<s. — Miss  Clements  has  been  Head  Nurse  throughout  the  year.  Miss 
M.  C.  CAMERON  arrived  from  home  on  January  13th  to  fill  the  post  resigned  by  Miss 
Shaw. 

10.  Probationers. — Miss  L.  Madden  resigned  on  June  29th.  She  was  succeeded 
by  Miss  L.  SHULTZ  who  resigned  on  September  30th.  The  vacancy  thus  created  was 
filled  by  Miss  E.  Christensen,  who  is  still  here. 

The  lectures  to  probationers  have  been  continued  throughout  the  year.  In  August 
Miss  Constance  Stephen  passed  her  final  examination  in  Nursing;  she  had  frequently 
taken  the  place  of  a  Sister  during  the  year  in  a  most  capable  manner. 

Misses  Taylor,  Brown  and  Colley  passed  their  first  examination  in  Anatomy 
and  Physiology, 

11.  Work  Done. — Table /I  shows  the  number  of  admissions  and  deaths  for  the 
past  five  years.  Table  B  gives  more  detailed  information  for  1905. 

12.  The  total  number  of  cases  treated  was  1,966,  compared  with  2,117  >n  ,9°4- 

The  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  Police  admissions  numbered  200 
less  than  in  1904.  t 

13.  The  average  daily  sick  was  58.88,  the  number  of  deaths  130,  and  the  percent¬ 
age  of  deaths  to  those  treated  6.61. 

14.  European  Wards. — There  were  220  admissions,  of  whom  29  were  females. 

The  more  prevalent  diseases  were,  Malaria  34,  Dysentery  17,  Injuries  16,  Dyspepsia 
8,  Cirrhosis  Liver  6  and  Enteric  Fever  6. 

15.  There  were  11  deaths  in  the  European  Wards,  due  to  Suppurative  Appendici¬ 
tis  2,  Pneumonia  2,  Abscess  Liver  1,  Carcinoma  Pancreas  1,  Enteric  Fever  1,  Dysentery 
I,  Tetanus  1,  Pernicious  Malaria  I,  Anorexia  nervosa  1  ;  of  these  4  took  place  within 
24  hours  of  admission. 

16.  There  was  one  case  of  diphtheria  in  an  infant.  Antidiphtherictic  Serum  was 
used,  and  tracheotomy  performed.  The  child  recovered. 

17.  Native  Wards — (excluding  Police). — There  were  1 , 198  admissions  and  1 16 
deaths.  The  Chief  Causes  of  admission  were:  Injuries  377,  Malaria  1 1 3 ,  Mental 
diseases  71,  Venereal  Diseases  62,  Dysentery  36,  Diarrhoea  28,  Beri-beri  26,  Pneumonia 
17,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  16,  Rheumatism  14,  Conjunctivitis  14,  Enteric  Fever  12, 
Anaemia  12,  Tetanus  11,  Cirrhosis  Liver  10. 

18.  Twenty -three  Indian  Immigrants  were  sent  for  treatment  from  the  Depot, 
compared^  with  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  in  1904,  and  thirty -seven  Sinkehs  from  the 
Chinese  Protectorate  against  sixty-five  in  1904. 

19.  Seventy-one  cases  were  sent  for  observation  as  to  sanity;  of  these  twenty-one 
were  transferred  to  Singapore  Lunatic  Asylum. 

20.  Native  Police  (including  Malay  States  Guides). 

There  were  486  admissions  and  3  deaths.  (Enteric  Fever  1,  Compound  Fracture 
Skull  1,  Pulmonary  Embolism  1). 

.  The  admissions  were  as  follows  :  Malay  States  Guides  96,  .Sikh  Police  126,  Malay 
Police  244,  Indian  and  Chinese  Police  20. 

The  Police  admissions  were  exactly  200  less  than  in  1904,  though  too  many  still 
seek  admission  for  trivial  ailments.  A  reduction  in  the  number  of  Police  admissions 
raises  the  total  death  of  the  Native  Wards,  as  the  Police  death  fate  is  extremely  small. 

2y  I  he  principal  diseases  amongst  the  native  Police  were  Malaria  95,  Bronchitis 
22,  Venereal  Diseases  11,  Dyspepsia  13,  Ulcers  8. 
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22.  Two  hundred  and  eight  recruits  were  examined,  of  whom  132  were  passed 
and  76  rejected. 

23.  Ten  Police  were  boarded  as  unfit  for  further  service. 

24.  H ydrophobia. — There  has  been  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  in  Penang  Island, 
after  many  years'  immunity.  The  following  is  a  record  of  the  cases  admitted  to  the 
General  Hospital. 

1.  On  2nd!  June  a  male  Kling,  bitten  3^  weeks  previously  on  the  shoulder;  he 
died  the  same  day;  this  was  the  first  case  in  Penang.  A  few  days  later  a  Chinese 
woman  bitten  on  the  same  occasion  and  by  the  same  dog,  died  at  her  residence. 

2.  On  2nd  July  a  male  Kling,  bitten  on  fingers  and  hip  4!  weeks  previously,  on 
admission  he  was  very  depressed  and  had  slight  difficulty  in  swallowing.  He  developed 
typical  symptoms  and  died  in  two  days. 

3.  On  13th  July,  a  Singhalese  girl,  incubation  period  about  one  month,  was 
brought  in  almost  moribund  and  died  in  a  few  minutes.  The  bite  was  on  the  arm. 

4.  On  1 2th  October,  a  Kling  gardener,  bitten  three  months  previously,  was 
transferred  from  the  Pauper  Hospital  and  died  the  same  day.  It  transpired  that  he 
had  been  bitten  by  the  same  dog  which  bit  two  jockeys,  who  went  for  Pasteur  treat¬ 
ment  in  July,  one  to  Saigon  and  one  to  Batavia  ;  they  have  since  remained  well. 

5.  23rd  October,  a  male  Jawi  Pekan,  bitten  on  hand,  incubation  period  one 
month.  Died  on  night  of  admission.  This  was  the  last  case  treated  in  hospital. 

During  the  outbreak  of  rabies  a  number  of  cases  of  dogbite  have  been  cauterised. 

25.  Tetanus. — There  were  12  cases  with  ten  deaths,  against  2  cases,  both  fatal  in 
1904.  Antitetanic  serum  was  used,  but  seems  useless  in  really  acute  cases. 

26.  Kala  Azar. — Two  cases  were  admitted  in  January.  They  were  brothers  and 
had  lately  come  from  Bengal  to  work  on  an  Estate  in  Perak.  Dr.  Freer,  who  was  then 
in  charge,  made  spleen  punctures  and  found  the  Donovan  body  in  both.  The  chief 
symptoms  were  irregular  fever,  uninfluenced  by  quinine,  alternating  with  spells  of 
apyrexia,  marked  anaemia,  general  oedema,  great  enlargement  of  the  spleen,  and  termi¬ 
nal  diarrhoea.  Both  died  in  May.  This  is,  I  think,  the  first  occasion  on  which  the 
bodies  have  been  found  in  the  Straits  ;  it  would  appear,  however,  from  the  history  that 
the  disease  was  contracted  in  Bengal. 

27.  Malaria. — There  were  289  cases,  with  15  deaths.  Microscopic  examination 
of  the  blood  is  carried  out  in  every  case  of  Fever.  There  were  86  cases  Benign 
Tertian,  44  Pernicious  Tertian,  3  Quartan,  11  Malarial  Cachexia,  and  145  unclassified. 

28.  Enteric  Fever. — There  were  20  cases  with  9  deaths.  Of  these,  6  cases  and  1 
death  were  in  the  European  Ward.  Natives  only  come  to  hospital  when  the  disease  is 
far  advanced. 

The  diagnosis  in  each  case  was  confirmed  by  Widal  reaction. 

29.  Cystic  Disease  Liver. — There  has  been  one  case,  which  I  operat'  d  on.  No 
hydatids  were  found;  the  fluid  was  clear  and  contained  ova  indistinguishable  from 
those  of  Fasciola  Hepatica. 

30.  Beri-beri. — Parboiled  rice  was  introduced  for  all  patients  on  1st  July;  it  has 
been  well  received.  Since  then  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  Beri-beri  deathrate, 
but  the  data  are  insufficient  to  prove  that  this  was  due  to  the  use  of  Parboiled  rice. 

31.  Moribund  Patients. — The  number  of  these  brought  to  the  hospital  is  dispro¬ 
portionately  large.  Nearly  24  per  cent  of  the  deaths  (31  out  of  130)  occurred  within 
24  hours  after  admission. 

32.  Operations. — Sixty-seven  were  performed  under  anaesthetics.  Of  these  the 
principal  were  :  Removal  of  Tumours  14,  External  Urethrotomy  4,  Amputations  6, 
Radical  Cure  Hernia  3,  Liver  Abscess  3,  Radical  Cure  Hydrocele  2,  Trephining 
Skull  2  (1  mastoid),  Laparotomy  3  (sup.  appendicitis,  volvulus,  cystic  disease  liver), 
Wiring  2  (Tibia  and  Patella),  Partial  Excision  of  Jaw  1,  Tracheotomy  1,  Extraction 
of  Lens  1,  Iridectomy  1. 

33.  New  Growths. — Twelve  specimens  obtained  at  operations  were  sent  to  the  Can¬ 
cer  Research  Institute  for  Examination.  Their  report  on  the  diagnosis  has  not  yet 
been  received.

Prison  Hospital. 

Report  by  Dr.  S.  Lucy,  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon. 

I.  Four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven  convicts  were  admitted  into  this 
Prison  during  the  year,  the  daily  average  Prison  Population  was  417.92. 
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2.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  prisoners  were  admitted  into  Hospital  in  the 
course  of  the  year;  this  number  is  exclusive  of  those  detained  for  trivial  complaints  for 
less  than  48  hours.  The  following  table  shows  the  admissions  to  Hospital  during  the 
last  five  years  together  with  the  daily  average  prison  population  and  percentage  of 
sick.

3.  Thirty-one  prisoners  died  during  the  year,  the  hospital  death  rate  being  8.76 
per  cent,  and  the  Prison  death-rate  5.8  per  mille. 

4.  The  diseases  producing  the  greatest  number  of  admissions  were,  Bowel 
Complaints,  Beri-beri,  Anaemia,  and  Debility.

5.  Dysentery  and  Diarrhoea  have  been  very  prevalent ;  the  latter  disease  is  most 
intractable,  occurring  as  it  does  with  great  frequency  amongst  those  already  debilitated 
and  emaciated  through  the  abuse  of  the  opium  habit ;  treatment  with  drugs  is  of  little 
use  and  many  cases  have  a  rapidly  fatal  termination.  Attached  Table  A  gives  the 
admissions  and  deaths  into  the  Prison  Hospital  for  these  complaints  for  the  past  ten 
years.

6.  Beri-beri. — This  Prison  has  always  enjoyed  a  rather  peculiar  immunity  from 
Beri-beri.  There  have  not  been  more  than  seven  cases  treated  in  the  Gaol  in  any  one 
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year  since  1886,  and  many  of  these  are  marked  as  having  contracted  the  disease  before 
admission.  From  the  20th  April  to  31st  July  of  this  year  no  less  than  38  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Gaol  Hospital;  of  these  four  died,  one  case  only,  the  first,  was 
suffering  from  Beri-beri  on  admission  to  the  Gaol'  :  one  other  had  been  in  Gaol  only 
ten  days  wh-n  attacked.  Of  the  remaining  36  it  is  highly  probable  that  34  must  have 
contracted  the  disease  in  Gaol,  26  of  them  had  been  in  Gaol  fora  period  of  three  months 
or  more  before  admission  to  Hospital.  Of  the  38  cases,  35  were  Chinese,  2  were 
Tamils,  and  one  a  Malay.  Mr.  SCRIVEN,  the  Assistant  Surgeon  at  the  Gaol,  where  he 
has  been  for  the  past  8  years,  informs  me  that  the  rice  supplies  in  the  early  months  of 
the  year  were  worse  in  quality  than  he  ever  remembers  being  brought  into  the  Gaol. 
On  July  25th,  following  an  order  from  Government,  all  rice-eating  convicts  were  fed 
with  parboiled  rice  in  place  of  Rangoon;  on  the  29th  July  the  38th  case  of  Beri-beri 
was  admitted  to  Hospital.  From  that  date  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  there  has  been 
no  further,  case. 

7.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  convicts  showred  signs  upon  admission  of  pre¬ 
sent  or  recent  venereal  disease;  three  hundred  and  twenty-two  bore  traces  of  Morphia 
injections  in  greater  or  less  degree.  Many  of  them  had  the  marks  of  hundreds  of 
injections  and  were  quite  incapacitated  from  all  work  by  the  wounds  so  produced. 
47  admissions  were  confirmed  opium-smokers. 

8.  398  convicts  were  vaccinated  during  the  year,  the  percentage  of  successful 
cases  bei  ng  89-44. 


Pauper  Hospital. 

Report  by  Dr.  Alfred  H.  Keun,  Resident  Medical  Officer. 

1.  During  the  year  1905  new  quarters  for  fourteen  servants  were  erected  on  the 
site  of  the  Senior  Dressers’  old  house,  behind  Ward  No.  1.  The  whole  of  the  Hospital 
and  out-houses  were  limewashed  twice  during  the  year  by  the  Hospital  servants.  This 
limewashing  is  now  done  by  the  Hospital  Staff,  the  Public  Works  Department  supply¬ 
ing  ail  the  materials  required.  On  frequent  occasions  also  the  inside  of  the  wards  were- 
limewashed  and  the  lower  part  of  the  side  walls  tarred. 

2.  Staff. — For  the  early  part  of  the  year,  viz. :  up  to  May  27th,  Dr.  Freer  was  in 
Charge  of  the  Pauper  Hospital.  On  that  date  Dr.  LUCY  took  over  charge,  On  10th 
June,  with  the  departure  of  Dr.  MUGLISTON  on  leave,  Dr.  HOOPS  succeeded  Dr.  LUCY. 
It  was  considered  necessary  to  increase  the  Penang  Medical  Staff  and  to  create  a  new 
billet  by  the  appointment  of  a  Resident  Medical  Officer  to  take  charge  of  the  Pauper 
Hospital,  of  the  Quarantine  Camp,  Jelutong  and  the  Female  Leper  Asylum,  Jelutong, 
and  I  was  early  in  October  transferred  from  the  South  Province  to  take  over  charge  of 
the  Pauper  Hospital  from  Dr.  HOOPS.  Assistant  Surgeon  C.  J.  BATEMAN  who  was 
attached  to  the  Pauper  Hospital  was  transferred  on  October  14th:  to  Balik  Pulau  Dis¬ 
trict  Hospital  and  Mr.  E.  B.  MITCHELL  came'over  from  the  Lumut  Hospital  to  relieve 
him.  Mr.  M.  E.  SCRIVEN  continued  his  services  at  the  Pauper  Hospital  throughout 
the  year. 

3.  Work  Done. — On  January  1st,  1905,  there  were  374  patients  remaining  in  the 
Hospital.  During  the  year  there  were  3,649  admissions,  viz. :  males  3,463  (including  35 
patients  in  the  Pauper  European  Ward)  and  females  186,  making  a  total  of  4,023 
(males  3,829,  females  194)  treated.  The  average  daily  attendance  was  418.25.  There 
were  769  deaths  during  the  year  giving  a  percentage  of  deaths  to  total  treated  of  19. 1 1 
as  against  20.14  of  the  previous  year  (when  808  died  of  the  total  4,010  treated).  Of 
these  deaths  98  were  within  24  hours  of  admission  into  Hospital  and  52  within  48 
hours,  hence,  deducting  the  150  deaths  would  bring  the  percentage  down  to  15.39. 

4.  Of  these  deaths  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  comes  foremost  with  1 16  deaths  to 
175  treated,  giving  a  percentage  of  deaths  to  total  treated  of  66.28.  That  the  mortality 
from  this  disease  is  so  high  is  not  surprising  when  one  considers  how  susceptible  the 
Natives  are  to  Tubercular  Invasion;  and  also  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  houses 
where  the  very  poor  who  fill  the  Pauper  Hospital,  live,  their  overcrowding,  their  want 
of  ventilation  and  their  thorough  ignorance  of  all  the  laws  of  Sanitation  and  the 
principles  ot  personal  and  domestic  cleanliness,  all  tend  to  the  spread  of  this,  to  the 
Natives,  deadly  disease.  In  addition  it  must  be  noted  that  the  Natives  do  not  come 
in  for  treatment  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease.  It  is  only  wdien  the  disease  is  far 
advanced  and  they  can  get  no  relief  from  the  exhausting  cough,  the  great  weakness 
and  the  accompanying  complications  that  they  come  in.  Diarrhoea  comes  second  with 
106  deaths  out  of  190  treated,  a  percentage  mortality  of  55.78.  Many  of  these 
Diarrhoea  cases  are' most  probably  terminal  stages  of  dysentery.  . 
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5-  Beri-beri — Accounted  for  92  deaths  out  of  35 7  treated.  Only  a  small  per¬ 
centage  of  these  deaths  were  from  Acute  Pernicious  Beri-beri ;  by  far  the  majority  were 
due  to  supervening  complications  of  Diarrhoea,  Dysentery,  Heartfailure,  etc.  The 
percentage  mortality  was  25.77. 

It  must  he  noted  in  this  connection  that  on  July  1st,  1905,  the  use  of  parboiled  rice 
was  instituted  in  this  Hospital,  with  a  view  to  watching  the  results  of  this  dietary  on 
the  course  and  mortality  of  this  disease,  as  well  as  to  prevent  outbreaks  of  Beri-beri 
among  the  other  patients.  Previous  to  the  introduction  of  the  use  of  this  rice 
sporadic  cases  of  Beri-beri  have  occurred  among  the  other  patients  in  the  Hospital, 
but  since  its  use  no  cases  of  Beri-beri  have  occurred  among  patients  undergoing 
treatment  for  other  diseases  in  the  Hospital.  This  period  of  six  months  is  too  short 
to  arrive  at  accurate  conclusions,  but  the  entire  absence  of  readmission  cases  during 
this  period  seems  more  than  a  mere  coincidence.  There  were  a  few  cases  of  Acute 
Beri-beri  admitted  into  Hospital  ;  by  far  the  majority  were  in  the  Residual-Paralysis 
Stage  of  the  disease. 

There  were  78  deaths  out  of  157  Dysentery  cases  (acute  and  chronic)  treated, 
making  a  percentage  of  mortality  of  49.68. 

Anaemia  accounted  for  47  deaths  in  133  cases  treated  and  Venereal  Diseases  45 
deaths  out  of  631  treated  and  Debility  41  deaths  out  of  127. 

6.  I  am  submitting  a  Table  A  showing  the  admissions  and  deaths  from  the 
Principal  Diseases,  during  the  last  four  years.  From  it,  it  will  be  noticed  that  while 
Dysentery  shows  a  distinct  increase  this  year  there  is  a  distinct  reduction  in  the  admis¬ 
sions  for  Diarrhoea.  This  can  be  paitly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  more  accurate 
diagnosis  have  been  made  and  many  cases  which  formerly  were  diagnosed  as  Diarrhoea 
have  now  been  included  among  Dysenteries.  Venereal  Diseases  also  show  a  slight 
increase  to  last  year  but  a  decrease  to  the  previous  two  years,  but  this  does  not  give  ar 
accurate  estimate  of  the  ravages  of  these  diseases  among  the  Natives  as  they  only  come 
in  when  the  Syphilitic  and  other  Venereal  lesions  are  specially  well  marked. 

7.  Table  B  shows  the  admissions  and  deaths  of  different  nationalities  for  Beri¬ 
beri  together  with  the  rainfall  for  each  month  of  the  year.  An  examination  of  this 
'fable  will  show  that  the  unusually  wet  months  are  not  accompanied  by  an  increase  in 
the  admissions  for  this  disease. 

8.  Sixty-six  Lepers  were  admitted  into  the  Hospital  and  of  these  32  were 
transferred  to  the  Leper  Asylum.

Balik  Pulau  Hospital. 

Report  by  Dr.  A.  L.  Hoops, — Acting  Colonial  Surgeon ,  Resident. 

1.  Buildings  and  Grounds. — The  buildings  are  in  fair  state  of  repair.  The 
following  minor  works  were  executed  during  the  year : — 

1.  The  wards  and  outhouses  were  coloured-washed  and  tarred. 

2.  \  he  roofs  of  outhouses  attached  to  ward  No.  1  were  re-attaped. 

3.  General  repairs  to  kitchen  behind  Dispensary. 

The  grounds  are  well  kept. 

2.  Staff.  Assistant  Surgeon  R.  W.  NiCKELSON  was-  transferred  to  the  General 

Hospital,  Penang,  on  the  15th  October,  his  place  being  taken  by  Assistant  Surgeon 
C.  J.  Bateman.  & 

3.  Work  Done.— Three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  cases  were  admitted  during 

the  year ;  this,  with  thirty-three  remaining  from  the  previous  year,  makes  a  total  of  412 
treated,  which  is  live  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  average  daily  sick  was  30  7  c  as 
compared  with  43.66  for  1904.  ' 

The  principal  diseases  treated  were  :  Ulcers  89,  Malaria  Fever  42,  Syphilis  37 
Diarrhoea  24,  Rheumatism  24,  Ansemia  23,  Debility  13,  Abscess  IT.  Dysentery  io*

4.  Ihere  were  40  deaths  during  the  year  making  mortality  of  995  of  those 
Treated.  1  he  chief  causes  of  death  were  Diarrhoea  11,  Dysentery  6,  Tubercular 
Phthisis  5,  Beri-beri  2,  Malaria  Fever  2,  Bright’s  Disease  2. 

5.  1  he  health  of  the  District  was  good.  1  here  were  no  epidemic  outbreaks. 

6.  Small-pox '.  Only  four  cases  of  small-pox  were  reported,  one  from  Telok 
“Vne  *T°m  8ungei  Batu,  one  from  Sungei  Kluong  and  one  from  the  Kongsi 
bahk  Pulau.  The  first  three  were  quarantined  and  treated  in  their  homes,  the  man  from 
the  Kongsi  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  the  Kongsi  quarantined.  The  first  two  small¬ 
pox  cases  had  never  been  vaccinated,  having  lately  come  to  the  Island.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  small-pox. 

7-  Hydrophobia.— Since  June,  there  has  been  some  rabies  in  the  Balik  Pulau 
district.  Dog- shooting  by  the  Police  was  started  in  July,  and  muzzling  enforced. 

u  .  tU^-  2ot^,^wo  Malay  boys,  bitten,  by  a  possibly  rabid  dog  were  sent  to  the 
Rasteur  Institute,  Batavia;  they  have  remained  well  since  their  return. 

On  the  13th  November,  a  Chinese  Christian,  bitten  some  three  and  a  half  months 
previously  and  living  at  the  summit  of  the  Ginting  Pass,  developed  Hydrophobia.  He 
scratched  the  priest  who  was  administering  the  Sacrament  to  him.

There  were  5  deaths  during  the  year, 
viz. :  three  from  Beri-beri,  one  from  Diarrhoea  and  one  from  Acute  Congestion  of 
the  Liver,  making  a  percentage  of  33.33  of  deaths  to  total  treated. 

2.  No  alterations  or  additions  were  made  to  the  building  during  the  year.

2.  The  births  during  the  year  numbered  4,129  as  against  3,778  in  1904,  the 
ratio  per  thousand  of  population  being  34.85  and  32.08  respectively. 

The  deaths  numbered  3,851,  as  against  3,392  in  1904,  the  ratio  per  thousand  of 
population  being  32.51  and  28.80  respectively. 

3.  The  health  of  the  district  as  a  whole  was  up  to  the  usual  standard.  The 
increase  in  the  death  rate  was  due  to  a  specific  cause,  which  operated  in  a  particular 
area  upon  a  particular  portion  of  the  inhabitants.  The  large  mortality  amongst  the 
Tamil  coolies  on  the  Caledonia,  Victoria  and  Dyram  Estates,  will  be  referred  to 
again. 

4.  There  were  admitted  to  the  three  Government  Hospitals  during  the  year 
2,280  patients,  as  against  1,588  patients  in  1904. 

5.  There  were  306  deaths,  as  compared  with  208  in  1904. 

6.  Zymotic  Disease—  Five  (5)  cases  of  plague  occurred  at  Bukit  Mertajam  in 
the  months  of  April  and  May.  The  origin  of  the  outbreak  could  not  be  traced.  All 
those  attacked  were  Chinese  residents,  some  of  them  for  years  in  the  village. 

7.  The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  by  microscopic  examination  and  by  cultures. 
All  five  cases  proved  fatal.  Since  this  outbreak  all  bodies  are  inspected  by  the 
Assistant  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  before  interment.  The  usual  sanitary 
precautions  were  taken  in  the  infected  houses.  A  large  number  of  rats  were  destroyed 
by  poison  spread  in  various  places. 

8.  Small-pox. — 82  cases  were  reported,  with  19  deaths.  The  death  rate  was 
particularly  high  in  the  Southern  District,  where  32  cases  with  12  deaths  occurred. 

Most  of  the  patients  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy  but  not  since.  Twenty 
patients  had  never  been  vaccinated.  The  death  rate  among  the  vaccinated  and  non- 
vaccinated  were  22.64  and  35  per  cent  respectively. 

9.  Most  of  the  sick  were  treated  in  temporary  hospitals  selected  by  the  Medical 
Authority.  The  Malays  have  a  strong  aversion  to  coming  toa  Government 
Isolated  Hospital.  Their  confidence  is  lost  if  an  attempt  is  made  to  force  them  into 
hospital. 
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10.  The  usual  method  is  to  select  some  suitably  isolated  and  roomy  house  in  the 
Kampong,  remove  all  the  sick  to  this  house,  place  a  Police  guard  over  it  and  inspect 
the  inmates  at  intervals  until  they  are  well. 

11.  Milk  is  gladly  accepted,  but  never  medicines.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that 
this  method  is  the  one  best  adapted  to  the  local  circumstances.  It  has  the  great 
merit  of  not  alienating  the  sympathy  of  the  people  who  are  then  not  nearly  so  likely 
to  conceal  cases. 

12.  Seventy-seven  (77)  of  those  attacked  were  Malays  and  five  (5)  were  Indians. 

13.  Chicken-pox. — Four  cases  were  reported  in  the  Northern  District. 

14.  The  Sanitary  Board  in  the  three  villages  of  Butterworth,  Bukit  Mertajam 
and  Nibong  Tebal  continued  to  exercise  their  functions. 

15.  The  improvement  in  sanitary  matters,  if  slow,  is,  however,  steady.  A  better 
water  supply  is  wanted  at  Butterworth.  During  the  year  the  supply  was  intermittent 
and  irregular. 


General  Hospital,  Butterworth. 

1.  A  Quarantine  Station  was  constructed  during  the  year  about  a  hundred  feet 
behind  Ward  IV.  It  consists  of  six  attap  sheds  capable  of  holding  about  6  patients 
each,  a  bath-house,  a  latrine  and  quarters  for  two  Dressers.  An  incinerator  has  also 
been  erected. 

2.  The  floors  of  Ward  IV  need  renewing  and  a  start  was  made  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  to  carry  this  out,  as  also  to  re-attap  and  repair  the  store-room  and 
Dispensary5 6 7 8 9. 

3.  Staff. — Dr.  W.  H.  Fry  was  in  charge  of  the  Northern  District  until  May  20th 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Keun,  who  remained  in  charge  of  both  the  Northern 
and  Southern  Districts  until  August  24th,  when  I  arrived  and  assumed  charge  at 
Butterworth. 

On  October  3rd  Dr.  Keun  was  transferred  to  the  new  post  of  Resident  Medical 
Officer,  Pauper  Hospital,  Penang,  and  I  was  placed  in  charge  of  both  the  North  and 
South  Provinces. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Sit  Peng  Lok  was  stationed  at  this  Hospital  during  the  year, 
except  for  two  weeks  during  October  when  he  was  on  duty  at  Sungei  Bakap.  He 
tendered  his  resignation  in  December  and  was  allowed  to  leave  the  service  after 
refunding  the  cost  of  his  Medical  training. 

Dressers  V.  Singaram,  V.  Francis  and  Cheng  Hun  were  stationed  here 
throughout  the  year  and  did  very  good  work.  Dresser  Kesaven  was  sent  to  Sungei 
Bakap  in  December  to  replace  Dresser  A.  Moses  who  went  on  sick  leave.

5.  Of  those  transferred,  3  were  lunatics  sent  to  Singapore  and  6  were  lepers 
sent  to  the  Leper  Asylum  at  Pulau  Jerejak. 

6.  Most  of  the  absconders  were  indentured  estate  coolies.  The  hospital  is  not 
enclosed  in  any  way  and  there  is  no  check  on  absconders  beyond  the  vigilance  of  the 
night  watchman. 

7.  Of  the  95  deaths,  9  occurred  within  24  hours  of  admission.  The  percentage 
of  deaths  to  total  treated  was  12*90  or,  excluding  the  above  9  who  were  admitted 
moribund,  n*68.

12.  Medico  legal  work. — Inquests  were  held  in  14  cases.  There  were  80  cases  of 
assault  calling  for  medical  evidence  at  the  Police  Court.  I  attended  the  Supreme 
Court  in  one  case  of  homicide. 


Bukit  Mertajam  Hospital. 


1.  Buildings  and  Grounds. — The  wards  and  outbuildings  have  been  kept  in 
good  order.  Minor  repairs  and  the  annual  white  and  colour  washing  were  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Works  Department.  A  new  operating  room  was  built  adjoining 
ward  No.  1. 


2.  Staff. — The  staff  remained  unchanged  during  the  year.  Mr.  Hogan  was  in 
charge  and  did  very  useful  work  in  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  plague. 

3.  Work  done. — Forty-two  cases  remained  in  Hospital  from  1904  and  there 

were  eight  hundred  and  sixteen  (816)  admissions  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (858)  cases  treated — an  increase  of  216  on  the  preceding 
year.  The  average  daily  number  of  sick  was  4671,  as  against  47^63  in  1904.  There 
were  141  deaths,  giving  a  percentage  of  deaths  to  total  treated  of  i6‘43,  as  against 
15*42  per  cent  in  1904.  17  cases  died  within  24  hours  of  admission,  2  within  36  hours 

and  4  within  48  hours  of  admission.

5.  Medico  legal  work. — There  were  80  cases,  Police,  brought  to  Hospital 
requiring  Medical  evidence.  The  Assistant  Surgeon  in  charge  attended  the  Supreme 
Court  once. 


6.  Police.  The  health  of  the  Police  has  been  fairly  good.  There  were  14 
admissions  into  Hospital  during  the  year  with  one  death  from  Anaemia,  the  sequela 
of  Malarial  Fever.  The  diseases  were  as  follows: — Febricula  2,  Malarial  Fever  2 , 
Syphilis  3,  Rheumatism  2,  Gonorrhoea  1,  Anaemia  2,  Ulcer  1,  Eczema  1. 

7.  The  excessive  prevalence  of  the  graver  forms  of  venereal  disease  in  this  district 
must  again  be  noted.  The  figures  quoted  above  under  the  heading  “  Syphilis”  do 
not  adequately  represent  the  extent  of  the  evil.  Many  of  the  patients  returned  under 
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the  headings  “  Ulcer,  ”  “  Rheumatism,  ”  “  Debility  ”  undoubtedly  owe  their  ill-health 
to  old  Syphilis,  the  history  of  which,  however,  is  not  indisputable.  The  Japanese 
women  alone  place  themselves  under  sanitary  control. 


Sungei  Bakap  Hospital. 

1.  Buildings. — The  wards  and  outhouses  have  been  kept  in  good  order  and  the 
usual  minor  repairs,  whitewashing  and  damar  oiling  of  bertam  works  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Works  Department  during  the  year. 

2.  Staff. — Dr.  Keun  remained  in  charge  until  October  3rd  when  he  was 
transferred  to  Penang.  Assistant  Surgeons  Sit  Peng  Lok  and  Scully  were  on 
duty,  the  former  for  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  latter  from  October  18th. 

Dresser  A.  Moses  went  on  3  months’  sick  leave  on  October  5th  and  was  replaced 
by  Dresser  Kevasen.  Dresser  Dorasamy  was  stationed  here  throughout  the  year. 

3.  Work  done. — Thirty-three  (33)  cases  remained  in  Hospital  from  the  previous 
year  and  653  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  686,  being  159 
in  excess  of  1904.  The  average  daily  sick  was  39*28,  the  total  number  of  deaths  70 
and  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  total  treated  10*20,  as  compared  with  32*29,  54  and 
10*24  respectively  for  1904.  Eight  cases  were  admitted  moribund,  7  of  whom  died 
within  24  hours  and  1  within  36  hours  of  admission.

1.  Caledonia  and  Victoria  Estate. — 2,315  patients  were  admitted  to  Hospital 
from  these  2  Estates.  This  large  number  of  admissions  was  due  to  an  outbreak  of 
bowel  disorders,  which  took  the  form  of  Dysentery  and  Diarrhoea.  The  cause  of  the 
outbreak  is  obscure. 

2.  The  water  supply  seemed  open  to  suspicion  and  certain  improvements .  in 
this  direction  were  made,  notably  by  dispensing  with  the  filtering  apparatus.  Boiling 
the  water  without  filtration  was  tried.  About  November  a  new7  sand  filter  wras  set 
up.  This  has  the  merit  of  simplicity  and  is,  I  think,  an  improvement  on  the  old 


apparatus.  It  needs,  however,  to  be  made  larger.

5.  The  high  death  rate  on  these  three  Estates,  (Byram,  Caledonia  and  Victoria) 
has  called  attention  to  the  need  for  a  larger  Medical  Staff.  To  secure  this  two 
Assistant  Surgeons  were  advertised  for  in  December. 

6.  The  high  sickness  rate,  apart  from  the  death  rate,  however,  points  to  the 
possibility,  at  least,  that  other  measures  besides  a  mere  increase  in  the  Medical  Staff 
may  be  needed  to  cope  with  the  situation. 

7.  The  health  of  the  cooly  in  the  lines,  before  sickness  attacks  him,  should 
undoubtedly  receive  more  attention  than  it  does  at  present. 

8.  Dr.  H.  G.  Ellery  was  in  charge  of  these  Estate  Hospitals  during  the  year.

Report  by  Dr.  F.  B.  Croucher,  Colonial  Surgeon. 

1.  Vital  Statistics. — The  most  noticeable  feature  has  been  the  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  births  recorded,  viz.  :  4,624  compared  with  3,380  last  year  and  an 
average  of  3,579  during  the  previous  ten  years.  As  the  infant  mortality  among  the 
natives  is  very  high,  being  this  year  over  32  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
recorded,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  births  accounts  to  a  great  extent  for  the  high 
death  rate  during  the  year. 

2.  The  estimated  mean  population  in  1905  was  97,013.  The  births  numbered 
4,624  (2,302  males  and  2,322  females)  giving  a  birth  rate  47.66  per  mille. 

3.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Settlement  was  3,905  (2,385  males 
and  1,520  females)  giving  a  death  rate  of  40.25  per  mille,  against  33.73  per  mille  last 
year.  Of  the  total  number  1,257  were  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  and  were 
made  up  as  follows  : —

Report  by  Dr.  D.  M.  Ford,  Acting  Colonial  Surgeon. 

1.  On  Dr.  Sheppard’s  transfer  to  Province  Wellesley  on  21st  August  I  took 

charge  of  this  Hospital.  '  ■ 

2.  The  buildings  have  been  kept  in  good  state  of  repair  and  the  ground  well 
looked  after.  The  flooring  of  all  the  wards  was  renewed  in  Indian  stone  and  the 
drains  rendered  in  cement  which  are  great  improvements  on  the  old  order  of  things. 

3.  The  room  in  the  front  block  of  buildings,  which,  hitherto  was  used  as  a 
Surgical  store,  was  converted  into  a  ward  for  Japanese  patients  and  utilised  durin- 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  the  building  formerly  the  European  and  Japanese 
ward  was  set  aside  for  the  reception  of  native  female  pauper  patients  who  are  to  be 
transferred  here  early  in  1906  from  Tan  Tock  Seng’s  Hospital.  A  room  in  the  same 
block  as  the  Japanese  ward  will  be  used  for  indigent  European  and  Eurasian 
patients. 

4.  Six  cases  of  measles  occurring  among  the  inmates  of  the  Po  Leun"  Kuk 
were  treated  in  an  isolation  ward  here,  all  recovered. 

5.  Thirty-five  cases  remained  in  Hospital  from  the  previous  year  and  258  cases 
were  admitted,  making  a  total  of  293  cases  treated  in  all.  The  admissions  showed 
an  increase  of  48  over  that  for  1904  among  Japanese  and  Natives  of  India. 

The  nationalities  of  those  treated  comprised  153  Chinese,  101  Japanese,  '5 
Natives  of  India  and  4  Malays.  The  physical  condition  of  a  majority  of  these 
patients  was  deplorable,  many  were  brought  in  in  a  moribund  state. 

The  chief  diseases  treated  were  : — Beri-beri  21,  Tubercle  22,  Primary  S\  philis 
52,  Secondary  Syphilis  68  and  Gonorrhoea  24.  " 

The  average  daily  sick  was  47*4-  *md  the  percentage  of  deaths  12.9  as 
compared  with  43.4  and  14.8  respectively  in  1904. 

7.  There  were  38  deaths  during  the  year  due  to  the  following  causes  : — 

Beri-beri  3,  Septicaemia  1,  Tubercle  15,  Syphilis  secondary  8,  Debility  1, 
Neuritis  3,  Mitral  stenosis  1,  Diarrhoea  4  and  Bright’s  disease  2.

2.  The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  last  quarter  of  1904  and  during  the 
first  three  quarters  of  1905  was  4,557  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  children  under  one 
year  of  age  in  1905  was  1,257 — an  excess  of  births  of  3,300.  The  number  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age  vaccinated  in  1905  was  3,648,  so  that  it  would  appear  that 
vaccination  is  thoroughly  carried  out  in  the  Settlement.

QUARANTINE. 

Singapore. 

Report  by  Dr.  G.  E.  Brooke,  Port  Health  Officer . 

1.  Shipping. — During  the  year  1,279  visits  were  made  to  quarantined  vessels, 
comprising  the  examination  of  81,129  crew  and  242,302  passengers.  Of  these  vessels 
30  were  infected,  25  with  small-pox  and  5  with  plague.  Disinfection  by  the  steam 
launch  “ Hygeia"  was  carried  out  in  16  cases.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-three 
inoculations  with  Haffkine’s  serum  were  effected  amongst  the  crews  of  ships  infected 
with  plague. 

2.  Outgoing  pilgrim  ships  to  the  number  of  16  with  6,137  pilgrims  were  inspected 
before  departure.  The  vessels  returning  from  Jeddah  were,  with  only  one  exception, 
infected  with  small-pox. 

3.  Quaran  ine  Station. — This  was  occupied  for  363  days  and  12,109  coolies 
were  landed  for  observation,  the  largest  number  on  any  one  day  being  2,482  and  the 
daily  average  of  inmates  274.43. 

4.  The  total  sick  treated  were  234.  The  largest  number  in  hospital  on  any  one 
day  was  54  and  the  average  daily  number  in  hospital  10.53. 

5.  The  deaths  amounted  to  52  (7  autopsies  being  made)  and  the  percentage  of 
deaths  to  total  treated  was  23.07. 

6.  During  the  year  2,586  vaccinations  were  done  on  the  Quarantine  Station 
amongst  the  small-pox  contacts. 

7.  The  rainfall  was  much  below  the  average,  amounting  only  to  46.37  inches. 

8.  Many  public  works  were  in  progress,  including  quarters  for  the  Engineer — a 
new  pier — extension  of  drainage  system,  etc.  Some  defects  in  the  lining  of  the 
reservoir  necessitated  the  renewal  of  the  concrete  and  cement  which  was  completed 
towards  the  close  of  the  year. 

9.  General. — Plague,  Cholera,  Small-pox  and  Diphtheria  contacts  from  18  houses 
in  Municipal  limits  and  one  outlying  island,  were  sent  to  and  detained  for  observation 
on  St.  John’s. 

10.  In  the  harbour  53  deaths  occurred  on  vessels  and  sampans,  for  which  permits 
to  bury  ashore  were  issued  after  examination,  3  autopsies  being  made  in  doubtful  cases. 

11.  Permits  were  given  in  22  instances  for  shipment  of  corpses  to  China  for  burial. 

12.  Eight  infected  houses  in  Singapore  Island  (outside  Municipal  limits)  were 
disinfected  by  this  department. 

13.  On  a  limited  outbreak  of  cholera  at  the  Pasir  Panjang  branch  of  the  Lunatic 
Asylum,  the  whole  staff  and  inmates  were  removed  to  St.  John’s  on  November  1st, 
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comprising  31  male  and  43  female  patients.  This  step  was  attended  with  the  best 
results.  They  kept  in  the  best  of  health  and  no  further  cases  having  occurred,  they 
were  able  to  return  to  their  disinfected  quarters  at  Pasir  Panjang  on  13th  December. 

14.  An  outbreak  of  malaria  having  occurred  in  the  lascars’  quarters  at  Pulau  Braid 
in  the  month  of  October,  40  visits  were  paid  by  the  staff  of  this  department  until  the 
outbreak  was  finally  stopped.  Recommendations  for  sanitary  alterations  and  improve¬ 
ments  were  acted  on  promptly  by  the  Public  Works  Department  and  almost  completed. 

15.  A  visit  of  sanitary  inspection  was  made  during  the  year  to  the  Singapore,. 
Rochore  and  Kallang  Rivers. 

17.  The  Bills  of  Health  issued  by  the  department  amounted  to  a  total  of  1,220. 

18.  Staff. . — Many  changes  in  the  subordinate  staff  occurred  during  the  year.  Also 
Dr.  McClintock  relieved  Dr.  Ross  as  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  St.  John’s  from  the 
6th  of  December,  the  latter  being  transferred  to  the  General  Hospital. 

19.  Assistant  Surgeon  Wray  relieved  Assistant  Surgeon  WHEATLEY  on 
1st  December.  The  Resident  Engineer,  Mr.  Smith,  was  transferred  to  the  Medical 
Department  and  took  up  his  duties  at  St.  John’s  Island  from  the  10th  of  March. 

20.  A  comparative  statistical  table  is  attached  hereto  for  comparison  with  the 
previous  year.

1.  Shipping. — The  number  of  ships  examined  was  869;  the  numbers  of  passen¬ 
gers  and  crews  inspected  were  159,156  and  54,980  respectively.  These  totals  include 
9  pilgrim  vessels,  carrying  4,006  pilgrims  to  Jeddah  ;  of  these  1,130  embarked  at  this 
port.  In  statement  A  will  be  found  the  number  of  ships  and  passengers  examined  in 
each  month. 
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2.  Eight  corpses  were  examined  in  the  harbour  and  permits  issued  for  burial. 

3.  Two  autopsies  were  made  on  board. 

4.  Quarantine. — Ten  vessels  arrived  infected,  all  with  Small-pox  (32  cases). 
Five  of  these  were  pilgrim  vessels  returning  from  Jeddah,  bringing  27  cases  ;  the 
remaining  infections  were  one  from  Bombay,  two  from  Rangoon,  and  2  from  Madras. 
One  case  of  Choleraic  Diarrhoea  was  removed  from  a  Negapatam  cooly  ship. 

5.  Passes  in  the  form  prescribed  in  Appendix  B.  of  the  Quarantine  and  Preven- 
vention  of  Disease  Ordinance,  were  issued  to  1,173  travellers. 

6.  Quarantine  Station,  Pulau  Jerejak. — With  the  exception  of  38  days,  the 
station  was  in  continuous  use  during  the  year. 

7.  The  number  of  people  detained  for  observation  from  77  vessels  being  10,406; 
the  maximum  number  in  detention  at  any  one  day,  being  2,383,  when  the  Island  was 
taxed  to  its  utmost.  The  average  daily  number  in  detention  was  171.6. 

8.  Sick  treated. — Small-pox  29  cases;  Deaths  5.  Percentage  of  deaths  17-2. 
Choleraic  diarrhoea  one  case.  Other  diseases  81  cases  ;  deaths  4  (one  death  accident). 
Percentage  of  deaths  4'9- 

9.  Improvements. — The  erection  of  a  Thresh’s  Steam  Disinfector  was  begun 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  is  approaching  completion. 

10.  The  water  reservoir,  the  construction  of  which  was  begun  in  1901  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  1905,  and  supplies  the  North  and  Central  Camps. 

11.  A  path  was  constructed  along  the  sea  from  the  Camp  to  the  burying  ground.

APPENDIX  I. 


Government  Analyst’s  Department. 

Report  by  Mr.  P.  J.  Burgess,  M.  A.,  F.  C.S.,  Government  Analyst. 

1.  The  amount  of  work  performed  by  the  department  in  1905  is  about  the  same 
as  in  1904,  showing  an  increase  in  some  items  and  decrease  in  others;  the  revenue  has 
not  shown  any  material  change  since  1904. 

Water. — Eighty  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year.  Of  these  forty 
samples  were  from  the  Municipal  Supply  in  connection  with  the  experimental  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  filter  beds  commenced  in  1904.  Of  the  remaining  forty  samples,  fifteen 
were  good  and  twenty-five  bad  waters. 

Milk. — Sixteen  samples  were  analysed;  of  which  thirteen  proved  to  be  genuine 
cow’s  milk,  and  three  probably  buffaloes’  milk.  These  samples  are  chiefly  from  the 
various  hospital  supplies.  No  case  of  simple  adulteration  was  found. 

Mineral  Assays. — Seventy-eight  samples  were  assayed  for  Gold,  Silver,  Lead, 
Tin,  Scheelite,  etc. 

Food. — Three  samples  of  foodstuffs  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  poisonous 
drugs.  In  no  case  was  pernicious  adulterant  found.  These  exhibits  were  from  the 
Chief  Police  Officer. 

Exhibits  for  Toxicological  Examination. — Fifteen  various  samples  were  examined 
and  reported  upon  during  the  year.  In  four  cases  poisons,  Morphine  or  Strychnine, 

were  detected. 

; 

Coins. — Eighty-seven  dollars,  seventy-four  5°-cent  pieces,  ten  20-cent  pieces,  and 
four  10-cent  pieces  were  analysed  and  found  to  be  counterfeit.  Apparatus  used  on 
making  these  coins  such  as  moulds,  scales,  Plaster  of  Paris,  Britannia  metal,  etc.,  were 
also  forwarded  for  examination  by  the  Police. 

Morphine. — Sixty-six  sets  of  exhibits  in  connection  with  charges  of  morphine 
injection  were  examined. 

Chandn. — Sixteen  samples  of  chandu  and  opium  pills  were  analysed. 

Liquors. — Five  samples  of  wines  and  spirits  and  twenty-nine  samples  of  methylat¬ 
ed  spirits  were  examined  and  analysed. 

Petroleum. — There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  vessels  importing 
oil  and.  in  the  amount  of  oil  imported  in  1905,  as  shown  in  the  comparative  statement 
between  1904  and  1905  appended.  This  change  is  largely  due  to  the  diversion  of 
much  of  the  oil  traffic  from  Pulau  Bokom  to  the  neighbouring  island  of  Pulau  Samboe 
in  Dutch. Territory.. _  . .  . 
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Miscellaneous— One  hundred  and  thirteen  samples  of  different  kinds  were  exa¬ 
mined  and  reported  upon  during  the  year.  The  samples  consisted  of  medicine,  coal, 
tinned  fruits,  gambier,  bone,  metal,  manure,  clay,  straw  and  paper,  cement,  trinkets, 
sago-flour,  turpentine,  oil-tank  inspection.  This  work  is  chiefly  for  private  individuals. 

Classes  in  Chemistry  for  Students  of  the  Medical  School  have  been  held  in  the 
laboratory  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

Personal—  From  March  2nd  to  September  2nd  I  was  absent  in  Europe,  being 
seconded  on  special  duty  in  connection  with  India-rubber  planting  and  preparation. 

From  September  2nd  to  October  13th  I  was  absent  on  half-pay  leave.  During  my 
absence  Dr.  Brooke  was  in  charge  of  the  office. 

Dr.  FRANKLAND  Dent  m.Sc.,  Ph.  D,  F.  1.  C.  was  appointed  on  18th  August,  as 
Assistant  Government  Analyst  and  Opium  Inspector. 

Mr.  W.  SEELHORST  went  on  six  months’  leave  on  30th  October.

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Straits  and  Federated  Malay  States  Government  Medical  School 

Report  by  Dr.  G.  D.  Freer,  Principal. 

1.  The  first  section  of  the  new  Medical  School  began  on  July  3rd  and  ended  on 
December  23rd.  During  that  time  regular  courses  of  instruction  were  given  in  Botany, 
Chemistry,  and  Osteology. 

In  October,  the  students  began  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy  in  the  Dissecting 
Room. 

2.  The  buildings  in  the  whole  Female  Lunatic  Asylum  were  altered  and  equipped 
for  the  purposes  of  a  Medical  School,  and  have  so  far  proved  sufficient  for  present 
requirements.  The  situation  is  excellent,  as  it  is  quite  close  to  the  General  Hospital, 
where  the  students  will  later  on  carry  on  some  of  their  Hospital  work.  It  is  also  free 
from  noise  and  dust.  If,  however,  as  now  seems  likely,  the  number  of  students  goes  on 
increasing,  it  will  be  necessary  to  construct  new  buildings  or  enlarge  the  present  ones. 
All  the  classes  were  held  there  with  the  exception  of  those  in  Chemistry,  which  were 
held  by  the  Government  Analyst,  in  the  temporary  laboratories  in  Coleman  Street. 
New  laboratories  are  about  to  be  built  for  the  Government  Analyst,  and  the  advis 
abilitv  of  having  them  in  the  Medical  School  premises  ought  to  be  considered.  At 
the  present  time  students  have  to  walk  nearly  two  miles  to  their  Chemistry  classes. 

3.  Mr.  Ridley  lectured  on  Botany,  Dr.  Brooke,  the  Acting  Government 
Analyst,  on  Chemistry  and  Physics  until  the  arrival  of  Mr.  BURGESS  from  leave  on 
October  13th,  and  I  took  the  Osteology  and  Practical  Anatomy  classes. 

4.  Twenty-three  students  were  enrolled,  of  whom  nine  were  Chinese,  and  the 
remainder  Eurasians  6,  Tamils  5,  Ceylonese  1,  Malay  1,  and  European  1. 

Three  paid  fees,  seven  joined  as  student  Assistant  Surgeons,  five  for  the  Straits 
and  two  for  the  Perak  Government  Service;  and  for  the  remainder  eight  scholarships 
of  the  value  of  $15  a  month  were  available.  The  scholarships  were  awarded  on  the 
result  of  examinations  held  after  three  months’  work  in  the  school,  three  going  to 
Chinese  students,  two  to  Tamils,  and  one  to  the  European  student. 

The  Malay,  one  Tamil,  and  one  Eurasian  have  since  resigned. 

5.  On  September  28th  the  school  was  formally  opened  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  Sir  JOHN  ANDERSON.  By  this  time  most  of  the  equipment  ordered  from 
Home  had  arrived,  and  it  was  possible  to  show  the  School  Buildings  in  working  order. 
His  Excellency  made  a  verv  encouraging  speech,  which  was  listened  to  with  interest 
bv  a  laro-e  fathering,  including  students  and  their  friends,  those  interested  in  founding 
the  school,  die  school  staff,  and  most  of  the  leading  medical  practitioners  of  Singapore. 

6.  Class  Reports : — 

Botany. — An  examination  was  held  in  this  subject  by  Mr.  HULLETT,  Acting  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Public  Instruction,  who  reported  as  follows : — 

“  I  examined  the  students  at  the  Medical  School  in  theoretical  and  practical  Botany 
“on  the  2 1st  of  December.  Eighteen  students  presented  themselves  for  examination. 
“The  result  was  good  considering  the  short  time  the  subject  had  been  studied.  Of  the 
“eighteen  examine-d  sixteen  did  well;  one  fairly,  the  work  of  one  was  poor.  1  his 
“student  was  handicapped  in  the  examination  by  his  very  imperfect  knowledge  of 
“  English.  It  was  clear  that  he  often  failed  to  make  his  meaning  intelligible.  There 
“  was  a  tendency  both  in  the  theoretical  and  practical  parts  to  trust  too  much  to  their 
“  memory,  and  they  sometimes  used  botanical  terms  of  which  they  had  only  imperfectly 
“  grasped  the  meaning.  At  the  same  time  many  of  them  answered  the  questions  thought- 
“  fully  and  evidently  understood  their  work.  Seventeen  out  of  eighteen  passed.” 

Chemistry : — Regular  monthly  class  examinations  were  held  in  this  subject.  At 
the  last  one  held  in  December  one  student  obtained  80  per  cent  of  the  total  marks 
obtainable,  and  five  50  per  cent  or  over. 

Mr.  Burgess  reported  \ — “  Hie  students  as  a  whole  show  intelligence  and  industry . 
“  questions  relating  to  definitions  or  pure  book  work,  which  can  be  answered  from 
“  memory  are  done  well.  Questions  requiring  thought  are  less  satisfactorily  answered. 
“This  same  feature  is  shown  by  the  inferiority  of  the  practical  work  as  compared  to  the 
“  theoretical  paper  work.”  ; 

Anatomy  : — At  the  December  class  examination  in  Osteology,  a  subject  in  which 
a  lar<*e  number  of  hard  names  have  to  be  remembered,  nine  students  obtained  ov  er 
50  per  cent  of  the  total  marks  obtainable.  In  Practical  Anatomy  I  was  pleased  to  see 
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how  keen  they  were;  most  of  them  seemed  to  have  little  difficulty  in  dissecting  out  and 
identifying  the  various  structures  described  in  the  text  books. 

7.  In  addition  to  the  regular  courses  of  instruction  for  the  Diploma  which  will 
extend  over  live  years,  and,  after  a  qualifying  examination  in  medicine,  surgery,  and 
midwifery,  entitle  those  who  pass  to  be  registered  locally  as  qualified  medical  practi¬ 
tioners,  the  school  is  undertaking  important  work  in  other  directions. 

During  August  and  September  last  the  School  staff  prepared  and  examined  in 
medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery  those  unqualified  practitioners  yvho  under  the  new 
Medical  Registration  Ordinance  would  otherwise  have  been  inadmissible  to  the  Regis- 
ter.  Seven&out  of  eight  candidates  so  presenting  themselves  were  Chinese. 

A  two  years’  course  for  Hospital  Assistants  has  been  arranged  for  and  it  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  there  will  be  a  large  number  of  entries  for  the  next  Session.  It  is  intended 
that  Hospital  Assistants  shall  eventually  supersede  the  present  class  of  Dressers  in  the 
Government  Hospitals  and  be  paid  on  a  higher  scale  of  salary.  With  the  training  it  is 
intended  to  give  them  their  services  should  certainly  be  more  valuable. 

The  preparation  and  examination  of  candidates  for  the  License  under  the  Mor¬ 
phine  and  Poisons  Ordinance  is  being  carried  out  under  the  auspices  of  the  Medical 
School. 

Classes  in  Elementary  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  are  shortly  to  be  held  for  the  beni- 
fit  of  school  teachers. 

8.  A  number  of  applications  have  been  received  to  join  the  school  next  Session, 
both  for  the  full  course  for  the  Diploma,  and  for  the  Hospital  Assistant  .Department, 
For  the  former  a  compulsory  preliminary  examination  is  to  be  held,  and  it  is  intended 
as  soon  as  possible  to  have  the  same  standard  for  the  preliminary  examination  as  that 
required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Medical  Counsel  of  Great  Rritain.
